I the world and of men as our new King Edward VIII. Me has visited nearly 
every corner of the Empire. Joys or troubies, sorrows or triumphs, whatever the 
succeeding years may hold tor the new King, he has come to the Throne backed 
by the pjr-<ona( afljctioi of his subjects. In the Accession Proclamation it is 
wrictjri: ‘ Tae High and Mighty Prince Edward Albert Christian George Andrew 
Patrick David is now. by the death of our late Sovereign of happy Memory, 
bic )ni oar only lawful and rightful Liege Lord Edward The Eight, by the Grace 
of God, of Great Britain, freiand and the British Dominions beyond the Seas 
King, Defender of the Faith, E nperor of India.” Addressing the Privy Council 
oa ‘2Lst rariaary at the G>art of St James, Mis Majesty said: ‘‘When my father 
st)oi here twjrity-six years ago, he declared that one of the objects of his life 
would bo to uphold Constitutional Government. In this I am determined to 
follow in my father’.s footsteps.” 

His Maja-^ty, King Edward VIII, eldest son of King George V and Queen 
Mary, was born on21rd June 1894. Ricoivo4 naval training at Osborne and 
Dartmouth. Invested as Prince of Wales at Carnirvon, 1911. Made K G. in June 
1911 RGceiv(3d the Legion of Honour, July 1912 and the Croix de Guerre in 
Ojcob3r 1915. Prom )ted Lieutenant in March 1918. Wont through an under* 
gcaiuato course at Magda'en Collegts, Oxford. Went to the Front in November 
1914, attached to Sir J, French’s stall and served with ^leal and ai)ility. 
Wai the bearer of the historic despatch from Sir J. French respecting the battle 
of Neuve Ohapello. Appointed as StafI Captain on the Staff of the General 
Officer C )mtn lading the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force and arrived in 
Egvpt, March 191G. Became D. A. Q. M. G. in May and was appointed 
Mon. Col. of a battalion of the Cheshire Regiment, July 1917. Appointed 
Grand Master of the Order of SS. Michael and George. Visited Italian 
Proat during Austria’s attack, November 1917. Took his seat in the Mouse 
of Lords. February 1918. Appointed Colonel-in*Chief of the Cadet Corps 
in LJaited King lorn M irch 1919. Appointed Colonel-in-Chief of the 12th 
Lincurs and Royal Scots P’miliers, April 1919. Became Freeman of the 
City of L ) ilaa in M ly, and High Steward of Plymouth in Juno. Paid first 
visit to Gtriada and U. S A., August 1919, and won universal popularity. 
Made G. C. S. I. and G. C. 1. E. on the eve of voyage to India in October 
1921. Created a Kniglit of the Thistle on his birthday in 1922. Was 
President of the British Association at Oxford in August 1926. Received 
the Knighthood of the Order of St. Patrick, June 1927. Was appointed a 
Privy Gouacillor for Canada on his visit to Canada. Assumed the title of 
Master of the Merchant Navy and Pishing Fleets, February 1928. Started 
for a long tour in East Africa in 1930, Became a Trustee of the National 
Gallery. Promoted from Captain to Vice-Admiral, from Colonel to Lieut- 
General and from Group Captain R. A. P. to Air Marshal, 1930. Appointed 
Mon. Air Commodore-in-Chief of the squadrons comprising the auxiliary 
Air Force on 3rd June 1932. Visited the Mediterranean Tdeet in August 
1932 and opened the exhibition in Copenhagen in September of the same 
year. Visited Rothesay in June 1933 for the first time. Promoted Admiral, 
General, and Air Chief Marshal, January 1935. Succeeded to the British 
Throne on the death of his father King George V on 20th January 1936. 
Is the first bachelor King of this Realm since George III ascended the 
throne in 1760. Assumed the rank of the Admiral of the Fleet, Field Marshal 
and Marshal Royal of the Air Force with effect from 21st January, 1936.

G eorge Frederick ernbst albert op Windsor (as the family 

name became in the courte ot the Groat War), m full iiile—until it wa^ 
modified in oonsequenoe of the abrogation of the Act of Union with Ii’eland— 
George V by ihe Grace of God, King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland and of the Briiibh DomuiioiiB beyond the seap. Defender of the 
Faith, Emperor of India, w> a toe second and only surviving son of Kin^ 
Edward VII and of Queen Alexandra. Horn at Marlborough House, London on 
3rd June, 1866, IS mouths after the birth of his brother, the Duke of Clarence, 
Prince George entered as a Naval Cadet on the trainm^ ship “Britannia” at 
Dirtm mth at the age of 12, iu 1877 an l joined the “Bicohante” a sailing ship 
in 187M832 during which parioi ne visited practically every part of the Empire 
except India and Canada, 

By the death of the Duke of Clarence on the 14th January, 1892, the 
Prince had to out short his Navtl career . He Wis called home from the sea to 
take ais app Jintei pUoe as beir-pre-iamptive after his father, then Albert Edward. 
Prince of Wales. Prince George was created Duke of York, Earl of Inverness, 
and Btron Kiliarny iu May 1892. The next vear on July 6th 1893, he married 
Victoria Mary, only daughter of the Dutre aiid Ducuass of Tcok, who had 
formerly beeu betrothed to tu^ D ike of Glarouoe. Their marriage was au ex 
ceottoiially happy one and was blessed with 6 children--The Prince of Wales 
(Present King) born June 23, 1894: Prince Albert (afterwards Duke of York); 
Priuoiss 4try; Priiioa Hniry (afterwirds Duke of Gloucester); Prince George 
(afterwards Duke of Kent) and Prince John (who died in January 1919). 

Oq 22ad January, 1901, the Prince became heir apparent to the throne bv 
the death of Queen Victoria and the accession ol bis lather. In the same year 
he made a tour of the Colonies with tue Princess and paid a visit to India in the 
winter of 1905-06, which was marked by a Durbar, the most important of its 
kind ever held iu In lia since Queen Victoria took the title of Empress. Two 
years later he went aiain with the '^rincessoii an extensive tour through Canada 
King Edward VI1 died after a tragically short ilinebs in Ma\ 1910. The Prince 
was crowned King George V, with Q leen Mary bis consort, iu Westminister 
Abbey on 22ad June lull with all the pomp and circumstance that belit the 
consecration of a ruler. 

Their Majesties came to India in December 1911 when magnificieni 
Coronation Ceremonies took place at a Durbar at Delhi, His Majesty announced 
that the Gipital of the Indian Empire would be transferred from Calcutta to 
Delhi. The foundation stone of the new Imperial Capital was laid by His 
Majesty ori 16th DecembHr. Their Majesties returned to England in Ftbruar} 
1912. 1914-18 was a period of manifold tasks, perplexities and sorrows as a 

result ot the Great War- The King and Queen threw their energies whole 
heartedly tor the am3lioration ot those auft^ring from poverty and bereavement. 
In 1917 the name ot the Royal House was changed from Guelph to Windsor by 
a special decree. His Majesty made a reduction of £50,000 from the State 
Allowance in connection with the national tinancial difliculiies. His grave and 
prolonged illness in 1928 evoked world wide sympathy and affection. In 1930 
the King resumed his customary activities . In the same year the King 
inaugurated the Naval Conference, the Imperial Conference and what may be 
said to be of greater historic importance, the Indian Round Table Conference 
ill the Royal Gallery of the House of Lords in Nnveinber. In 1933 Their 
Majesties celebrated in simple style, the 40th anniversary of their mairied life. 
In 1934 the King was exciooionally active and attended several functions 
including the opening of the Mersey Tunnel. His Majesty celebrated the Silver 
Jubilee of His Accession to the Throne on 6th May, 1936 when Their Majesties 
drove through packed masses of cheering crowds to 8t. Paul’s Cathedral, 
where the thanksgiving Service for the 25 years of His reign was held. This 



His late Majesty, King George V 
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was followed hy a broadoast message from the King, making 4 official drircv 
through London, dalightiog the poorer classes with surprise visits, appearing 
night after night on the balcony of Buckingham Palace to acknowledge the 
tremendous ovation i from'His subjects. His Majesty spent the months after 
the Jubilee very quietly. His death came as a great shock,more terrible because 
it was most unexpected. 

On Monday night the 20th January 1936 at five minutes to twelve 
o’clock, our late Most Gracious Sovereign George V expired at Sandringham 
in the 71st year of his age, and the 26th of His Reign. By His Majesty's 
death the E n pi re has lost a ruler whose life was devoted to its service and 
whose conduct was its highest example of loyalty. The 25 years of the reign 
of KingGsorge V were crowded with more eventful history, and involved a 
greater strain upon the mental and physical resources of a Constitutional 
Monarch, than the reign of any other occupant of the English Throne.

‘26ch Miy 1867 at Kensington Palace, and was christened Victoria Mary

(late King George V) in 1831. Qiwn Mary has travelled round the world, and 
has w )a affrooionate regard everywher e In July 1933, the Hon. Degree of 
Djctorof Music was conferred on the Queen by the Royal College of Music. 
The Q leen cbeistmed the new Curjarder. Queen Mary, in S^ptunber 1934. She 
played aa active pirb ia making the Celebrations of the Silver Jubilee such a 
SUCC 3 SS. Hj V affectionate and kind the Queen has been, is proved by the deep 
felt sympitny shown to her on the death of her beloved husband King George V. 
She has been a mother not to her children alone but to all her subjects both -at 
home and abroad.

K.T., G.C.I.B. (Victor Alexander John Hope), the eldest son 
of the first Marquess and the Hon. Hersey de Moleyns, was 
born on 24th Sept. 1887. His father, the 7th Earl and the first 
Marquess of Linlithgow (cr. 1902), was the first Governor- 
General of the Commonwealth of Australia,) 900 to 1902. Lord 
Linlithgow succeeded to the title in 1908 on attainment of 
his majority. He was educated at Eton. Married in 1911 
Doreen Maud, younger daughter of the Eight Hon. Sir 
Frederick George Milner. Has two sons and three daughters. 
The sons, Charles William Frederick, Earl of Hopetoun and 
Ijord John Adrian, are twins born in 1912. Lord Linlithgow 
served with the forces throughout the European War 1914-18 
and was mentioned in despatches for his gallantry. He 
commanded the 1st Lothians and Border Armoured Car 
Company 1920-26. Was Civil Lord of the Admirality 
1922-24 and President of the Navy League, 1924-31. He 
was chairman of t.he iioyai Commi.ssion on IndianAgricuIture, 
1926-28. Appointed as chairman of the Joint Parliamentary 
Committee on Indian Constitutional Reforms in 19S3. He is 
a Director of several important concerns,including the Bank of 
Scotland,Scottish Widow’s Fund and Life Assurance Society; 
Scottish Agricultural Industries Ltd.; President, Edinburgh 
and East of Scotland College of Agriculture; Chairman of the 
Market Supply Committee; Chairman, Medical Research 
Council and Chairman, Governing Body of the Imperial 
College of Science and Technology. Appointed in August 
1935 to succeed Lord Willingdon as Viceroy of India. He 
1 = the first Viceroy and Governor-General of India under the 
'^ew Constitution, the 3rd youngest Viceroy appointed and 
the 4th Scot to hold the office.

Brabourne, the Fifth Baron cr. 1880, the Right 
Hon’ble Michael Herbert Rudolph Knatchbull, 

G.C.I.E., M.C., Governor of Bombay since 1933, is one of 
the youngest Governors in India. Born on 8th May, 1895. 
Son of 4th Baron and Helena daughter of late H. Von 
Flesch-Brunningen, Imperial Councillor, Vienna. Succeeded 
to the title on the death of his father in February, 1933. 
Educated at Wellington and at the Koyal Military College, 
Woolwich. Took commission in the Koyal Artillery with 
which he served during the Great War from 1915 to 1918 
winning the Military Cross and being mentioned three times 
in despatches. In 1918 he joined the Eoya! Air Force and 
remained with that Unit until 1920. Entered Parliament as 
a Conservative Member of the Ashford Division of Kent, 1931. 
Became Parliamentary Private Secretary to Sir Samuel Hoare 
1932-33. He was a keen and active Member of Parliament. 
Cord Brabourne married in 1919 Ijady Doreen Geraldine 
Browne, younger daughter of Marquess Sligo. (Heir S. Hon. 
Norton Cecil Michael Knatchbull born on 11th February, 
1922.) He is the representative to-day of the Knatchbull 
family which has been known and honoured in Kent for 
centuries, and the owner of a famous house, Mersham Le 
Hatch, three miles from Ashford. 

Though the present Lord Brabourne is only the fifth 
Baron of that title, he is the fourteenth Baronet for the first 
of that line Sir Norton Knatchbull, who was created a Baronet 
in 1041. Long before that distinction came into the family 
the Knatchbulls had been known in Kent. They originally 
lived at Lyrnpne where, according to the records, they were 
flourishing as early as the reign of Edward III. Many of 
the family entered Parliament, the best known of them being 
the first Lord Brabourne, who was raised to the peerage in 
1880. He had been for many years Member for Sandwich 
and was in succession a Lord of the Treasury, Under¬ 
secretary for the Home Department, and Under-Secretary for 
the (blonies. It was he who on coming into the Hugessen 
property added the name Hugessen to Knatchbull, in 1847, 
a name which was dropped by the present Lord Brabourne 
before he succeeded to the title.

Of course, Politics, were a 
necessary consequence of my position and have nearly spent 
my whole time in politics. My Inst four years were really 
most interesting of my life. Because we had on one side of 
the Bound Table Conference Indian Delegations, and on the 
other side, British Delegates. And for two years, I was at 
the same time at Geneva in connection with the Dis¬ 
armament Conference. Then there was the meeting of the 
League of Nations and the China-Japanese Conference. So 
these were really of great interest to me. ” 

“ Whatever anybody may say of anything, we have got 
India one step nearer to our oVqective of full Dominion 
Status”, His Highness observed. Concluding he said, “ Since 
I was a boy of 13, the debates of Gladstone, Chamberlain, 
Lord Bosebury and Salisbury interested me and turned me 
towards politics.

He takes great interest in games 
and sports. The minor Kaje Saheb had married Princes 
Kamala Kaje, daughter of the late Major General H. H.

Colonel E. V. Sarson, D.S.O. has been appointed by the 
Durbar as Guardian to Shrimant Raje Saheb from 1st of July 
1934 in his administrative training at Bangalore and other 
places. 

The State for the purpose of administration is divided 
into a Taluka—Akalkot—and two Pethas—Piliy and Kurla. 
Owing to the minority the State is at present administered 
by the Dowager Kani Saheb, Shrimant Tarabai Saheb 
Maharaj as Regent with the help of a Government Adviser 
and exercises wide powers as Regent. Considerable progress, 
as is admitted on all hands has been made in various ways in 
the State during the Regency administration.

Akalkot 
Town has also been supplied with Electric lights mainly 
through the initiative of the Regent Raneesaheb who is 
anxious that the people should as far as possible be given 
opportunities to enjoy modern comforts and amenities of life. 
There is no doubt that, on the whole, the Regency of the 
Raneesaheb has afforded a conspicuous and shining example 
to all other States of sound, progressive and careful administra¬ 
tion. As has been observed by Sir Frederick Sykes the 
Governor of Bombay, when he visited Akalkot ‘Tew minority 
administrations of recent years have been so completely 
successful as Akalkot;'' and one should think the Regent 
Raneesaheb has every reason to be proud of the excellent 
work she has done and is doing for the State.

His age is 66 and is 
married to Shrimati Saubhagyawati Kamabai Saheb alias 
Maisaheb from the Eode family of Poona.

Shrimant Pantsaheb is alive to the rapid progress going 
on in the civilized world. A Legislative Assembly was 
established in the State in 1924. Its strength consists of 
39 members with a predominating popular element. The 
notable feature of the Assembly is that it includes two female 
members. The Assembly is competent to discuss any subject 
and pass resolutions without restrictions, while the Annual 
Budget is passed item by item. 

By the Aundh State Act passed in 1931 a Darbar has 
been formed to run on the administration. It is a miniature 
executive council and consists of the Dewan of Aundh and 
the High Court Judge. An elected representative of the 
people is to be a member of the Darbar from 1935. He takes 
considerable interest in Kural Uplift and has been making 
vigorous efforts in that direction. 

Shrimant Pantsaheb is a keen student of drawing and 
painting and has edited Picture Verul, Pictorial Ajanta, 
Pictorial Eamayana and life of Shivaji in three picture volumes. 
He also takes great interest in physical exercise and has 
written in English a book on the subject called “ The Surya 
Namaskars.”

BABODA 

His Highness Farzand-i-khas-i-Dowlat-i-£nglishia 
Maharaja Sir Sayaji Rao Gaekwar Sena Khas Khel 
Samsber Bahadur, G.C.S.I., G.C.I.E., LL.D., Maharaja 
of Baroda. Born in 1863. Ascended the gadi 1875; In¬ 
vested with full powers in 1881. Gifted by Nature with a 
remarkable power of brain and a very strong will; deprived 
by circun3stances of education of any kind up to his twelfth 
year; lifted, entirely beyond expectation, from the life of a 
peasant boy to a throne and great riches; thereafter subjected 
to a course of intensive culture which would have given most 
boys a profound distaste for study, but which left him with a 
sense of his deficiencies and a determination to make them 
good; invested with full powers, within the limits imposed 
by his position as a native ruler in India, at the age of 
eighteen, and called upon, without the aid of anyone on whom 
he might look as a friend and companion to exercise those 
powers—His Highness Maharaja Sayajirao III was marked 
out for a human experiment of the highest interest. 

Apart from the question of what his personality might 
effect, the odds were that the experiment would fail. Tradi¬ 
tion was against success; the traditions of a parvenu, the 
traditions of Baroda. Wealth and an autocratic position, 
coupled with freedom from outside dangers, offered the young 
Prince the opportunity to pass a life of ease, extravagance 
and dissipation, like so many of the distant kinsmen who had 
preceded him on the throne of Baroda, like so many more of 
the Indian Rajas, his neighbours. But Sayajirao III. flouted 
tradition. He put aside resolutely the temptation to follow 
the easy road, and from the beginning of his actual rule kept 
his steps, undeviating, to the path of duty toward his State. 
From this path he has never since strayed. Handicapped 
by attacks of ill-health and many domestic sorrows, he has 
fixed his eyes on the goal for fifty years, overcoming obstacles 
by steady persistency and ever searching for new ideas 
which will help him to the attainment of his desire. His 
illnesses, he has even turned to profit; for, compelled to look 
for the remedy in foreign travel he has made foreign travel 
the means of his own higher education. He has proved, 
indeed, his favourite contention that travel is the highest 
form of education; and characteristically he has given the 
opportunity to others to prove it, with a view to fitting them 
for the task of helping him in the administration of Baroda. 
He has his rew^ard in the affection of his subjects the admi¬ 
ration of educated and discerning Indians, and even some 
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measure of appreciation from the rest of the world, not ^t 
to give much attention to the rulers of Indian States, tie 
has not lacked detractors ; a sure sign that a man has tried 
to accomplish something in his life, He has passed through 
storms at home and abroad. But injustice has left him, if 
not untouched^ at least unfaltering. A will like his, does not 
bow to accidents. He has lived down the unfair criticisms, 
the unwarranted interpretations, the ill-informed condem¬ 
nations, and the intentional malice, and now perhaps^ after 
about sixty years of reign, will be permitted to enjoy the prize 
which he has so deserved. 

An obvious comment on his achievement is that it is on 
a very small scale, that he is only the ruler of a territory of 
8,000 square miles, of a people 2,000,000 in number, of a 
puppet State. How would he have done if he had a large 
kingdom, many millons of subjects, an absolutely independent 
authority? But such belittlement of what he has done 
would be absurd. The value of an experiment does not 
depend on its size. Great tests can be made even under the 
microscope. His Highness has taken the material which was 
to hand, and within its bounds has striven to prove his 
understanding of the duties of the governor to the governed. 
He has felt himself that his sphere is small; but feels also 
that on a larger scale his opportunities would have been 
greater, not less. The testimoney of history is on his side. 

If, however, the limits of Baroda have cramped its 
Maharaja’s scope, they have not prevented him from setting 
an example worthy to be followed far beyond the frontiers 
of his State. 

Whatsoever the noble man do, that same the other 
folk do, whatever he make his standard, that the world obeys.” 
(Bhagvadgita). His Highness married in 1880 Shri Chimna- 
bai Saheb, a princes belonging to the House of Tanjore, who 
died in 1885.

Shrimant Yuvaraj Pratapsinh Raje Saheb was bom 

on the 29th June 1908. He commenced his primary educa¬ 
tion in January 1914. In the year 1917-18, he first began to 
receive training in Cricket, Tennis, Riding, Swimming, 
Cycling and shooting under the guidance of experts therein, 
whose bright expectations about him, looking to the results 
achieved, can be said to have proved remarkably true. 

Shikar specially attached him in 1924 and in the month 
of May that year he opened his career at Songhad by shoot¬ 
ing two panthers and one tiger. In 1925 three lions and one 
panther were killed in the Dhari Jungle (Kathiawar). Every 
year added to his progress and skill therein. 

Since 1924 every year he visited different parts of India 
like Karwar, Amboli, Damoha, Coochbihar and Hard war on 
the shooting tour and many tigers, panthers, bears, bisons 
and crocodiles were victims to his powerful attack. Be has 
an experience of elephant shooting too. A great elephant 
in the forest of Kolingod was killed by him in 1927. 

In 1926 after passing his Matriculation examination he 
joined Baroda College and had his own special cricket team 
formed, himself captaining the same. This year all India 
Cricket Tournament held at Delhi was won under his 
Captainship. During his Captainship in the Baroda College 
he won all the Tournament known as the Randle Cup Tour¬ 
nament was won by him for four successive years. He took 
a Cricket Team to Poona in the same year won all the 
matches against local gymkhana. On the 24th October 1926 
against the B. B. & C. I. RIy, which he was presented by 
Messrs. P. Vithal, B. Kapadia, L. Ramji and Godambe, he 
has scored 96. Throughout these tournaments the Yuvaraj 
Saheb shown as a nice cool-headed captain, sound batsman, a 
steady bowler and an active field. 

Since 1930 he began to play in Tennis and Bad¬ 
minton tournament. These are his usual games. He is the 
winner of Many prizes of club tournaments. 

Polo has proved his ruling passion since 1927-28. In 
local polo tournaments his team came off successful and wmn 
all possible laurels. 

When special hunting tours are arranged in the honour 
of distinguished guests the Yuvaraja too has his active share 
there and creates a new life and vigour by his dash and skill

photography, cinema, shooting,* painting and can drive a 
carriage with eight horses.

BHAVNAGAR 

His Highness Maharaja Raol Shri Krishna Kumar 
Sinhji. The Bhavnagar House belongs to the Gohel clan 
of Rajputs who claim to be descended from Shalivahan. 
They came to the peninsula from Khergadh, on the Luni in 
Marwar. The district of Gohilwar derives its name from 
them. The founder of the present Ruling House of 
Bhavnagar was Sejakji (grand son of Mohodas, 20th in 
descent from Shalivahan) who migrated into Saurashtra 
(Kathiawar). 

On the fall of the Delhi Empire when the Mahratta 
Power gradually rose into importance, the Capital of the 
State was at Sihor, with Bhavsinji I as the Ruler at which 
time (1722-23) an encounter with the Mahratta army took 
place near Sihor, and resulted in the defeat of the Maharattas. 
The struggle showed the weakness of the position of the 
capital and Bhavsinhji left Sihor and took up his residence 
at a small village called Vadwa situated near the mouth of 
the creek, a few miles to the north of Gogha. In 1728 
Bhavsinhji founded a new City on that spot and naming it 
Bhavnagar after himself, made it his Seat of Government. 
By pursuing a farsighted and conciliatory policy with the side 
of Surat and subsequently with the English he considerably 
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increased the trade of Bhavnagar. Possessed 0/ a happy 
mixture of caution and audacity, he erected the principality 
of Bhavnagar, out of the petty Chiefdom of Sihor. He died 
in 1764 A. D. The next conspicuous name amongst the 
illustrious Rulers of Bhavnagar was Wakhtasinhji, popularly 
called Atabhai, the grand-son of Bhavsinhji, who by con¬ 
quests and other measures expanded the Bhavnagar State and 
brought it to its present state of magnitude. 

His Highness Sir Takhtasinhji, fourth in descent from 
Wakhtasinhji, died on 29th January 1896, and was succeeded 
by His Highness Sir Bhavsinhji, the father of the present 
Maharaja Saheb. He married Pincess Devkunverba, daughter 
of the Ruling Prince of Devgadah Baria, in February 1893. 
In the severe famine of 1899-1900. His Highness spent 
nearly twenty-three lacs of rupees on various relief works. 
In June, 1904, he was made Knight Commander of the Star 
of India. The Maharaja’s consort having expired in 1903, 
he married Princess Nandhun^verba, daughter of the Chief of 
Khirasra, in the year 1905. She received the distinguished 
title of C.I. at the hands of His Majesty the King Emperor 
in Delhi in the year 1912. In 1909 the title of Maharaja 
bestowed upon His Highness, as a personal distinction, which 
in the year 1917 was made hereditary in his family. When 
the intimation of the War between Great Britain and 
Germany was received, His Highness placed his Imperial 
Service Troops and all the other resources of his State at the 
disposal of His Majesty’s Government and rendered many 
and notable service to the Government during the War. In 
1918 the salute of Bhavnagar Ruler was raised from 11 to 
13 guns and 15 of the Maharaja’s person. At the same time, 
the dignity of an Hon. Lieut.-Colonel was bestowed upon 
him. In 1921 a local salute of 15 guns was conferred on the 
House permanently. Maharani Shri Nandkunverba died in 
1918 after a short illness. The Maharaja did not long survive 
her and died on 17th July 1919. His career began with a 
depleted treasury and successive lean years. He was thus 
obliged to incur heavy debts for administrative purposes. 
These by the exercise of wise economy he succeeded in clear¬ 
ing off without resorting to fresh sources of revenues and left 
to his son a flourishing State. A determined upholder of 
monogomy, he believed in the education of the Zenana and 
the abolition of the “ Purdah 

His Highness Maharaja Shri Krishnakumarsinhji, the 
Present Ruler, was born on Sunday the 19th May 1912, and 
succeeded to the Gadi in 1919 at the tender age of seven on 
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the sad and premature demise of his illustrious father. His 
mother had died a few months before the death of his father. 
The Buler being then minor, the administration of the State 
was entrusted to a Council, consiting of Sir Prabhashankar 
1). Pattani, K.C.I.E., President, Colonel E. C. Burke Vice- 
President and Dewan Bahadur Tribuhvandas Kalidas Trivedi, 
and Khan Bahadur S. A. Goghavala, M.A., LL.B , Bar-at-law 
Members, which at the desire of the Maharaja, is still continu¬ 
ing as State Council. There are several admirable features of 
the work of the Bhavnagar Minority administration which 
deserve special notice, they set an example even to other 
advanced states. The agriculturists' indebtedness to the State 
had reached 65 lacs of rupees during the first year of the 
minority administration. This large sum has been remitted 
entirely and the Bhavnagar farmer is now free from the 
Darbir’s debt. The administration made splendid efforts to 
remove the agriculturists from the clutches of money lenders 
and the measures adopted for their protection from the 
usurious practices of merchants are botn novel and admir¬ 
able in an Indian State. The Maharaja has received 
education in Eajkumar College at Kajkot, Brayer’s School in 
Essex and at Harrow. The Maharaja is a good rider and 
won a prize in hunting at the age of 9. He is also a good 
shot. The Euler holds a sanad of adoption and succession 
follows the rule of primogeniture.

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BHOPAL 

Lieutenant-Colonel His Highness Sikander Saulat 
Iftikharul-Mulk Nawab Sir Mohammad Hamid- 
ullah Khan, Bahadur, G.C.S.I., G.C.I.E., C.V.O., Buler 
of Bhopal, was born in 1894 and succeeded to the throne in 
1926. His Highness married in 1905 Maimuna Sultan Shah 
Bano Begam Sahiba, a grand-daughter of Shahzada Jehangir 
of Kabul and Peshawar and has three daughters :— 

1. Nawab Gauhar-e-Taj Abida Sultan Begam Sahiba> 
Heir-Apparent, born in 1913. 

2. Nawabzadi Mehr-i-Taj Sajida Sultan, born in 1915. 

3. Nai?fabzadi Qamar-i-Taj Kabia Sultan, born in 1916. 

His Highness was created a G.C.S.I., in 1932, a G.C.I.E.. 
in 1929, and a C.V.O., as a third son of the late Kuler, in 1922, 
He was made an Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel in the British 
Army in 1928. His Highness was educated at the Moham- 
madan Anglo-Oriental College, Aligarh (now Aligarh Moslem 
University) and after taking his B.A. Degree in 1915 from the 
Allahabad University, he put in a further year to study law, 
and then returned to Bhopal, where, after undergoing a 
period of thorough practical training in almost every branch 
of the State administration, he was appointed Chief Secretary 
to Her Highness the Nawab-Begam. After his succession to 
the throne, he has introduced a large number of reforms in 
the State administration. The Government of Bhopal is 
conducted under the personal direction of His Highness the 
Kuler assisted by an Executive Council and a Legislative 
Council. His Highness has completely separated the 
Judiciary from the Executive and has established a High 
Court and a Judicial Council. As the land revenue system 
oi the State,'known as MnstapTi under which each village 
was leased for the period of settlement to a contractor, often 
operated harshly on the tenants, the Ryotwari system has 
been introduced. The village life has been further strength¬ 
ened by the introduction of elected headmen and the 
establishment of the village and tehsil councils. The practice 
of beggar or forced labour has been totally prohibited through¬ 
out the State. Several new roads have been opened, 
travelling dispensaries organised and a new hospital, well 
staffed and equipped on modern lines, built in the Bhopal City. 

His Highness was a member of the Standing Committee 
of the Chamber of Princes from 1926-1931, Chancellor of the 
Chamber of Princes, 1931-1932. As a member of the 
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Standing Committee, Chamber of Princes, he represeiiled the 
States before the Indian States Enquiry Committee. He was 
a delegate to the first and second Round Table Conferences, 
held in London in 1930 and 1931. He was Chancellor of the 
Aligarh Moslem University from 1930-1935. 

His Highness is a renowned sportsman, being a first 
class polo-player and rifle shot. He is also a keen yachtsman 
and cricketer. Revisited England and Europe in 1911, 
1925,1928, 1930, 1931, 1932, and 1934.

His Highness the'Hon, The Maharajadhiraja Sir 
Kameshwar Shingh Bahadur, K.C.I.E., the present 
ruler of Darbhanga, is the 19th successor to the Darbhanga 
Raj and belongs to the Khatriya Brahmin family of the 
highest class of which His Highness is a credited secular 
head and exercises powers, especially in matters social and 
religious. Darbhanga Raj is an ancient principality of long 
standing and is the premier Raj in Bihar to-day covering an 
area of 2,500 square miles. It is more or less identical with 
Maithila. Born on 28th November 1907, His Highness suc¬ 
ceeded to the Gadi on the 14th July 1929 on the death of his 
father. Sir Rameshwar Singh Bahadur, G.C.I.E., K.B.E., 
D Litt., etc. His Highness the Maharajadhiraja takes very 
keen interest in politics:—was selected as a delegate to the 
first and second sessions of the Indian Round Table Con¬ 
ference, has been a nominated member of the council of state 
and elected President of the Bihar United Party, President 
of the All-India Landholders’ Association and the Bengal 
Land Holders’ Association, Life President of the Bihar Land¬ 
holders’ Association, General President of the Sri Bharat 
Dharma Mahamandal, the premier Association of the Ortho- 
don Hindus in India and life President of the Maithila 
Mahasabha. His Highness is also a life-fellow of the Patna 
University, a fellow of the Calcutta University, the Royal 
8 )ciety for the Encouragement of Arts and a member of the 
Royal Empire Society.

The title of K.C.I.E., was 
conferred on His Highness in January 1933 by His Imperial 
Majesty the King Emperor in appreciation of the good 
government and sound and liberal administration and of his 
public services. His ,Highness is a keen sportsman and is 
interested in Polo, Tennis and Motoring. His Polo team 
is considered to be the best in Bihar and has won several 
trophies.

H. H. Shri Bhagvat Sinhji, G.C.I.E., M.D., 
E.E.C.P.E., M.B., C.M., M.K.C.P, D.C.L. (Oxon), LL.D. 
(Edin), F.E.S.E., M.E.A.S., M.E.I. (G.B.), F.C.P. & S.B., 
H.P.A.C., and Fellow Bombay University; Maharaja Thakore 
Saheb of Gondal. Born in 1805, His Highness at the age of 
four succeeded his father the Thakore Saheb Shri Sagramji 
on December 14th, 1869. Educated at the Eajkumar College, 
Kajkot and at the University of Edinburgh. His Highness 
assumed full powers in 1884, before he had completed his 
19th year. In the year of his installation, His Highness was 
appointed a Fellow of the University of Bombay. Three 
years later he was chosen as delegate to represent the Chiefs 
of Kathiawar at the Jubilee commemoration of Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria. He received from the Queen-Empress the 
Insignia of Knight Commander of the Indian Empire. In 
the same year he was elected an Honorary LL.D. of the 
University of Edinburgh. 

His Highness’s scholastic attainments received several 
striking rewards in 1892, when the University of Oxford 
conferred upon him the degree of D. C. L. Honoris causa, and 
he took in the ordinary course the degree of M.B.C.M. at 
Edinburgh University, where he also passed the examination 
entitling him to the degree of M.E.C.P. 

In the following year he was invited to attend the 
opening ceremony by H. I. M. Queen Victoria of the Imperial 
Institute, London; and in 1894 he was selected by the Eoyal 
College of Physicians (Edinburgh) to be their delegate at the 
Indian Medical Congress, held at Calcutta. His Highness’s 
medical qualifications received further honour in this year 
when he was elected Hon. President of an important section 
by the Organising Committee of the Eight International 
Congress of Hygiene and Demography at Budapest, and Vice- 
President of the Indian Medical Association. He was also 
elected a Fellow of the Eoyal Society of Edinburgh. His 
academic honours were further increased in 1895 by the 
degree of M.D. of Edinburgh University and that of F.E.C.P, 

To complete the list of more notable events in the 
personal, as distinct from the administrative career of His 
Highness, it may be mentioned that he was present in 
Moscow at the coronation of Tsar Nicholas II in 1896, and 
took part in the Diamond Jubilee of H. I. M. Queen Victoria, 
on which occasion Her Majesty bestowed upon him the rare 
honour of the insignia of G.C-I.E. at Balmoral. In 1904 
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the Royal Society of Edinburgh and the Royal Asiatic 
Society of London combined to pay him the special compli¬ 
ment of appointing him their delegate at the Centenary 
Celebrations of the Bombay Branch of the latter Society. 
It was in this year also that he was asked to take part in the 
Viceregal conference to decide the curriculum of Chiefs’ 
Colleges. 

His Highness married Shri Nandkunverba, C.I., the 
daughter of H. H. Maharana Shri Naran Devji of Dharampur. 
The Rani Saheb was the first Rajput Lady of rank to break 
with the Purdah system and accompany her husband in his 
world travels. In special recognition of her enlightened 
efforts for the uplift of the women of her order, she received 
from H. I. M. Queen Victoria the Imperial Order of the 
Crown of India, being the first recipient in Kathiawar of a 
distinction enjoyed by only few ladies in India. All their 
children have been educated in England or Scotland. The 
eldest son, Yuvraja Shri Bhojraji, was educated at Eton and 
Oxford, and has since been associated with the Thakore 
Saheb in Jjhe administration of the State. The younger sons 
and daughters have received the same liberal educational 
advantages, befitting their rank, and have all gained 
scholastic distinctions. 

His Highness completed fifty years of active administra¬ 
tion of his State in August 1934. It was the happiest 
moment in the life of the Maharaja and unique in the 
history of his dynasty that Providence had spared him to 
witness the celebrations of the fifty years’ jubilee of his 
reign which has resulted in enormous benefits to the State. 
Gondal enjoys the enviable reputation of being a taxless 
State.

Singhji of Idar. The Idar House was founded 200 
years ago by two brothers of the Maharaja of Jodhpui-. His 
Highness Maharaja Shree Himmat Singhji is the 10th of this 
illustrious line, and the grandson of the well-known soldier 
and statesjnan, His Highness Maharaja Major General Sir 
Pratap Singhji Sahib of Jodhpur fame. Maharaja Himmat 
Singh succeeded to the Gadi on the sudden death of His 
Highness Maharaja Sir Dowdat Singh on the i4th April 1931. 
Born on 2nd September 1.889. Married in 1908 to Shree 
J iwahar Kunwar Sihiba, the eldest daughter of Kaja of 
Khandela in the Jaipur State. 

His Highness received his education at the Mayo 
College, Ajmer, where he remained for 5^ years, leaving it 
after a brilliant career in 1916. He attained his diploma 
standing first in the list of candidates from all the Chief 
Colleges in India and was awarded His Excellency the 
Viceroy’s Medal, He won every class prize from the fifth to 
the diploma, five prizes for English and eleven others for 
various subjects. He won prizes in each division in succession 
for riding, and represented the College against the Aitchison 
College for 3 years at tent pegging, and also at tennis. For 
several years, he was captain of one or other of the junior 
football or cricket elevens, and he was one of the best and 
keenest polo players in the college. 

He upheld his family tradition as a horseman. From 
boyhood he was keen on hunting and pigsticking and before 
he had joined the College at the age of 10, he had accounted 
for many panther and bear to his owm rifle. His Highness is 
keen on racing and has had many successes. These active 
sports are not his only recreations for he has a good ear for 
music and is interested in painting and photography. On 
leaving the college. His Highness Maharaja Shree Himmat 
Singhji took an active part in the State administration being 
appointed to His late Highness’ Council, and later for several 
years was in charge of the administration under His late 
Highness’ personal directions.

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INDORE 

His Highness Maharajadhiraj Raj Rajeshwar Sawai 
Shree Yeshwant Rao Holkar Bahadur, G.C.I.E., 
Maharaja of Indore. Indore is the premier State in Central 
India in direct relationship with ihe Government of India. 
The Kuler of the State has the Special privilege of appoint¬ 
ing a Vakil at the Court of His Excellency the Viceroy. 

From the point of view of revenue the State stands 
seventh in the whole of India and first in Central India. 

The Eulers enjoy the hereditary title of ‘^Maharajadhiraj 
Eaj Eajeshwar Sawai Shree” and a Salute of 21 guns within 
their own territories and 19 outside them. 

The present Euler, His Highness Maharajadhiraj Eaj 
Eijeshwar Sawai Shree Yeshwant Eao Holkar Bahadur 
G.C.I.E., was born on the 6th September 1908. Having 
received his early education in Indore, he went to England 
for his Preparatory and Public School education. He 
remained there from 1920 to 1923. 

In February 1924 His Highness married a daughter of 
the Junior Chief of Kagal (Kolhapur). 

After accession to the throne His Highness again went 
to Europe for his higher education in 1926 and studied at the 
Christ Church College, Oxford. While there he added to 
what he acquired at the College by touring, during vacations, 
over almost all the countries of Europe and studying the 
geographical, economic and social as well as the political and 
constitutional conditions of each country. 

On return from abroad His Highness received adminis¬ 
trative training under the direction of Mr. C. U. Wills, a 
retired civilian of the Central Provinces. He toured through 
all the districts of the State in order to obtain first-hand 
intimate knowledge of the condition of his people. 

His Highness assumed full ruling powers on the 9th 
May 1930. On that auspicious day he announced i?iter alia 
liberal remissions of all arrears of revenue and Tanka to 
cultivators and Istmurardars and also announced his inten¬ 
tion to limit his Civil List to 11 per cent of the income of 
the State. 

Ever since the assumption of the reins of administra¬ 
tion it has been the constant endeavour of His Highness to 
study and promote the welfare of all classes of his subjects. 
He has evinced a particularly keen personal interest in all 
that concerns the well-being of the peasantry. Early in 
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1931 a Tenancy Act—the first of its kind in the history of 
the State—was passed, and is designed to safeguard the 
interests of the cultivators. For the benefit of the very same 
class His Highness has inaugurated a fund to which hand¬ 
some contributions have been made, Sir Hukumchand, a 
wealthy banker of Indore, contributing 2 lacs to it. To add 
to the efficiency of the services in the State, His Highness 
has sanctioned the Institution of the Holkar State Civil 
Service. It ensures the recruitment of the pick of the rising 
generation into the State service which will eventually pro^e 
to be of immense benefit to the State. 

In matters of social reform His Highness holds very 
progressive views. To ameliorate the social conditicns of his 
subjects he has introduced several reforms of far-reaching 
effects. An important one is the prohibition by law of 
marriages between minors i.e., below 18 years in the case of 
males, and below 14 years in the case of females. Another 
important reform is the passing of the Indore Nukta Act 
and the Marriage Expenses Controlling Act which have for 
their object the controlling of expenditure on funeral 
ceremonies and marriages etc. 

His Highness has shown deep interest in the advance¬ 
ment of women in which he is ably assisted by her Highness 
the Maharani who holds the most up-to-date and progressive 
views in regard to all the matters affecting the welfare of 
women. 

The uplift of the depressed classes has also attracted the 
attention of His Highness, and increasing facilities are being 
provided in every walk of life for the betterment of their lot. 
Services as well as schools are open to the depressed classes. 

In 1931 His Highness was invited as a delegate to the 
2nd Bound Table Conference in London, where he presented 
a scheme of Federation according to which the States could 
join an All-India Federation. 

His Highness is the President of the Daly College 
Council, Indore. 

His Highness has one daughter, born on the 20th 
October, 1938. 

His Highness was made G.C.I.E., in January 1935.

His Highness Colonel Shri Mr Rajaram 
Chhatrapati Maharaj, Maharaja of Kolhapur, 

G.C.I.E., G.C.S.I., eldest son of H. 11. Colonel Siuihu 
Chhatrapati Maharaj and direct decendant of Shivaji, the 
Founder of the Great Maharatta Empire. J^orn on dlst 
July 1897 he received his primary and Secondary course of 
studies privately at Kolhapur and later on went to England 
for further studies. Although it was the earnest desire of 
his father that he should specialise in Agriculture so as to 
make the Prince fit to understand and appreciate the needs 
of the Agricultural population of the State, the Prince had to 
return after 3 years stay in England on account of the Great 
War. On his return journey home he visited a number of 
important places in America, China and Japan. He arrived 
in Kolhapur in October 1915, and when His Highness’ late 
lamented father Shri Sahu Maharaj saw that his beloved son 
was not able to finish the prescribed coui-se of studies in 
Agriculture he sent him to Allahabad to join the Ewing 
Christian College and continue the same line of studies in 
Agriculture. Here again he was disappointed as the rigours 
of Allahabad climate did not suit the young Prince who had 
therefore to return to Kolhapur after an year. Since then till 
the death of his father the young Prince spent most of his 
time in mastering the details of administrative work with the 
help of the experienced Officers of the State. 

In 1922, on the death of his father he ascended the Gadi 
and has all along been following in the footsteps of hfs father 
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for the progress of the State which has now reached the front 
rank of Indian States on this side of India. 

In 1918 His Highness married his first wife Her 
Highness Maharani Tarabai Saheb, grand daughter of H. H. 
The Maharaja Gaekwar of Baroda, and in 1925 his second 
wife Pier Highness Maharani Vijayamala Bai Saheb, a 
member of the Eoyal Mahratta family of Tanjore. 

His Highness from the very beginning has established 
the closest contact between his Government and his subjects 
by carrying out all measures of reform and development 
intended to raise the State to a high standard of administra¬ 
tive efficiency by increasing the prosperity of his subjects.

His Highness Thakore Saheb Shri Sir Bahadur 
Sinhji, K.C.I.E., Thakore Saheb of Palitana is a GoheJ 
Rajput and a descendant from the same stock as the Maha¬ 
raja of Bhavnagar. He was born on the 3rd April 1900 and 
was only five yjars of age when his father, Thakore Saheb 
Shri Sir Mansinhji died. He succeeded his father on the 
29tih September 1905 and the State was placed under 
Government administration during his minority. 

He received his education first in the Eajkumar College, 
Rajkot, Preparatory School at Rugby, and then at Shrews¬ 
bury Public School in England where he excelled at games. 
While in England, he had the Privilege of being presented 
twice to Their Imperial Majesties the King and Queen. 
Thakore Saheb Sir Bahadursinhji, K.C.I.E., was invested 
with the full powers of his State on the 27th November, 
1919. He was present at the Delhi Coronation Durbar held 
on the 12th December, 1911, and had the honour of attend¬ 
ing as a Page on Her Majesty the Queen Empress of India. 
On 2ad December, 1919, the Thakore Saheb married Sitaba 
Saheb, eldest daughter of Maharaj Kumar Shri Bhejrajji 
Saheb of Gondal. The State made a suitable response to 
the call of Government for assistance during the Great War. 
The Chief holds a Sanad of adoption and succession follows 
the rule of primogeniture. The insignia of K.C.I.E., 
was conferred on the 1st January, 1930. The Thakore Saheb’s 
sister is the Senior Rani Sahiba of His Highness Eana Saheb 
Sir Ranjitsinhji, K.C.I.E., Rana Saheb of Barwani.

Lieutenant-General His Highness Farzand-I- 
Khas Doulat-I-Inglishia, Mansur-Ul-Zaman Amir- 
Ul-Umra Maharaja Dhiraj Raj Rajeshwar Shri 
Maharaja-I-Rajgan Sir Bupinder Singh Mohinder 
Bahadur Yadu Vanshavatans Bhatti Kul Bhushan, 
G.C.S.I., G.C.I.E., G.C.V.O., G.B.E., A.D.C., the present 
Ruler of Patiala, which is the largest of the Phulkian States 
and the premier State in the Punjab, was born in 1891. 
Succeeded in 1900, and assumed the reins of Government in 
1909, on attaining majority. His Highness the Maharaja 
Dhiraj enjoys at present a personal salute of 19 guns and he 
and his successors the distinction of exemption from present¬ 
ing Nazar to the Viceroy in Durbar in perpetuity. The State 
possesses valuable forests and is rich in antiquities. One 
hundred and thirty-eight miles of broad-gauge railway line 
comprising two sections—from Rajpiira to Bhatinda and 
from Sirhing to Rupar—have been constructed by the State 
at its own cost. His Highness maintains a Contingent of two 
Regiments of Cavalry and four Battalions of Infantry, one 
Battery of Horse Artillery, 

The State maintains a first grade College which imparts 
free education to State Subjects. Primary education is also

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free throughout the State. Since the State entered into 
alliance with the British Government in 1809, it has rendered 
help to the British Government on all critical occasions 
such as Gurkha War, Sikh War, Mutiny of 1857, Afghan 
War of 1878-79, Tirah and N.W.F. Campaign of 1897. On 
the outbreak of the European War His Highness placed the 
entire resources of his State at the disposal of His Majesty 
the King-Emperor and offered his personal services. Again 
in 1919 on the outbreak of hostilities with Afghanistan His 
Highness served personally on the Frontier on the Staff of 
the General Officer Commanding and the Imperial Service 
Contingent saw active service towards Kohat and Quetta 
Fronts. For his service on the N. W. F. His Highness 
was mentioned in despatches. 

His Highness was selected by His Excellency the Viceroy 
to represent the Euling Princess of India at the Imperial 
War Conference and Imperial War Cabinet in June 1918, 
and during his stay in Europe His Highness paid visits to all 
the different and principal Fronts in Belgium, Prance, Italy 
and Egypt (Palestine) and received the following decorations 
from the allied Sovereigns and Governments. Grand Cordon 
of the Order de Leopold; Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honour, France; Grand Cross of the Order of the Crown of 
Italy; Grand Cordon of the Order of the Nile; Grand Cross 
of the Order of the Crown of Eoumania, and Grand Cross of 
the Order of St. Saviour of Greece (1926). 

His Highness represented the Indian Princes at the 
League of Nations in 1925, he was elected Chancellor of the 
Chamber of Princes (Narendra Mandal). He was re-elected 
Chancellor of the Chamber in 1927-28-29-30. In 1930 His 
Highness led the Princes’ delegation to the Bound Table 
Conference. His Highness has again been elected Chancellor 
of the Chamber of Princes in 1933.

His Highness I hakore Saheb Shri Dharmendra- 
i>inhji, Thakore Saheb of Rajkot, Kathiawar. 

Rajkot is the headquarters of the W. I. S. Agency, and 
educationally it is a premier city in Kathiawar. The Euler 
of the Rajkot State is descended from the same stern as the 
Jam of Nawanagar. Jadeja Shri Vibhoji was the founder of 
this House. 

The late Thakoresaheb Shri Sir Lakhaji Raj, K.C.I.E., 
the father of the present Ruler, was a Jadeja Rajput. He 
succeeded to the Gadi on the lOth April, 1890, when he was 
only a five year old child. The administration of the State 
was therefore entrusted to the then Karbhari and sometime 
later the State was placed under Agency administration 
which terminated on the 21st October, 1907, when the 
Thakoresaheb was formally installed on the Gadi and invested 
with full powers of his State. At the outbreak of the Great 
War, the late Thakoresaheb placed all the resources of his 
State at the Disposal of the Imperial Government and 
contributed his quota of men and money. He attended the 
Chamber of Princes at Delhi in 1919-20 as a representative 
of 9 gun princes. Again he attended it in his own right. 
During his stay in England where he proceeded to make 
arrangements for the education of his Kumars, he had the 
privilege of attending His Majesty’s Court at Buckingham 
Palace. The outstanding feature of the late Thakoresaheb’s 
regime was the establishment of the Praja Pratinidhi Sabha, 
consisting of 90 members drawn from all classes of his 
subjects. 

H. H. Thakoresaheb Shri Dharmendrasinhji, the present 
Ruler, was born on the 4th March, 1910. After receiving his 
education in Rajkumar College, Rajkot, and later on in 
England at the High Gate School, London, he assumed the 
full powers of the State on the 21st April, 1931. The 
administration is carried on a Secretariat system in Co-opera¬ 
tion with Praja Pratinidhi Sabha or People’s Representatives 
Assembly based on universal franchise with a Legislative 
Council and democratic Municipality linked thereto.

Raja shrimant Yeshwantrao Hindoorao Ghorpade, 

Mamlakatmadar, Senapathi, Ruler of Sandur. Ihe 
Ruling House of Sai-dur (a Mahratha State in Southern 
India) belongs to the family of the Ghorpades which is 
identical with that of the Bhosles of Satara, and according 
to the family legend their ancestors acquired this surname of 
“ Ghorpade ” during the Babmini dynasty, from having scaled 
an impregnable fort in the Konkan with the aid of an iguana 
known in Marathi as “Ghorpad.” The ancestors of the 
Ruler distinguished themselves under Shivaji and his family, 
and for the useful services rendered to the Royal Bouse of 
Satara, the Jaghir of Gajendragad was conferred on them 
with the title of HINDOORAO. The Ruler of the State 
bears the hereditary titles of ‘‘ Mamlakatmadar ” and 
“Senapathi” meaning respectively “Seat of Sovereignty” 
and “ Chief of the Army.” 

Raja Siddojirao Ghorpade, the Founder of Sandur, 
conquered it from a poligar of the Bedar tribe. He had four 
sons of whom Raja Morar Rao Ghorpade follow^ed his father 
as the Ruler of Sandur. During the reign of Raja Morar 
Rao Ghorpade, the Raj developed into a mighty kingdom 
comprising within its orbit a moiety of the present Ceded 
Districts. He deputed his halDbrother Daulatarao Ghorpade 
to hold sway on his behalf over the family Jaghir of Gajen¬ 
dragad. It was in the time of Raja Shivarao Ghorpade 
that the Ruler of Sandur for the first time came into political 
relations with the Company Sarkar. In 1817 the Treaty of 
Bassein bound the East India Company to assist the Peshwa 
against his refractory vassals. Col. Munro was sent to 
demand the surrender of Sandur on the pretence that the 
Ruler of Sandur was one of the refractory vassals of the 
Peshwa. However, after the fall of the Peshwa, and on Col. 
Munro’s recommendation Raja Shivarao Ghorpade was 
reinstated, under orders of Government on 1st July 1818, 
and placed once again in independent possession of Sandur. 
The ceremonial of reinstating Shivarao was very impressive. 
“ Mr. Chaplain, the Collector, went to Sandur with two 
companies of Native Infantry. At 12 noon these were drawn 
up on the glacis of the fort, on the same spot where nine 
months before Shivrao had surrendered his State. Shiva¬ 
rao was handed the keys of the fort by the Collector, the 
troops fired FEU DE "jOIE and mutual compliments and 
assurances ended the little ceremony.” In 1826 the Ruler 
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received the Sanad which declared in perpetuity is inherent 
Sovereignty. A Sanad guaranteeing the right of adoption 
was issued in 1862. In 1876 the appropriate style of address 
of the Euler as “ Eaja” was acknowledged as an hereditary 
distinction. In 1928 on the recommendation of the Joint 
Keports of His Excellency the Viceroy and the Secretary of 
State for India, Sandur was placed in direct political 
relations with the Government of India. Raja Shrimant 
Yeshwantrao Hindoorao Ghorpade, Mamlakatmadar, Sena- 
pathi, the present Ruler of Sandur, was born on 13th 
November 1908. His succession to the Raj was announced 
at a Durbar held on 20th June 1928. The marriage of the 
Ruler with the eldest daughter of Umadat-ul-mulk Raj 
Rajendra Major Maloji Narsingrao ShitoleDeshmukhRustum 
Jung Bahadur of Gwalior wa.s celebrated on the 22nd 
December 1929. The Ruler assumed full Ruling Powers on 
.5th February 1930. A son and heir was born to the Ruler 
on the 7th December 1931. The Prince is named Shrimant 
Morar Rao Ghorpade, after Raja Morar Rao Ghorpade, the 
illustrious ancestor of the present Ruler. A second son was 
born to the Ruler on 16th February 1933. The Prince is 
named Rajkuinar Ranjit Singh. The Raja is entitled by 
position to be received by the Viceroy. The Ruler is the 
fountain-head of all powers, authority and justice in the State. 
The executive head of the administration directly respon.sible 
to the Ruler is the Dewan. The Ruler has also an Executive 
Council known as the “Huzur Darbar” consisting of four 
members to help him in the administration of the State. On 
20th April 1931 a State Council was constituted which 
consists of non-official members, nominated out of a panel of 
elected members. There is non-official Deputy President. 
Universal suffrage has been extended to the subjects. 

A regularly graded hierarchy of Courts, both Civil and 
Criminal, has been established in the State. An independent 
Chief Court was established in 1932. Municipal institutions 
have been established in three important centres in the State. 
There is a State-aided Agricultural Bank. Education is 
imparted free up to the Matriculation standard.

Lieutenant His Highness Raja Sir Chintaman 
Rao Dbundirao alias Appasaheb Patwardhan, 

K.C.I.E., Kaja of Sangli. Sangli State lies in the Southern 
Maratha Country and forms part of the historic possessions 
of the Patwardhan family which at the close of the eighteenth 
century had established the reputation of being, in the words 
of the famous Duke of Wellington, ‘‘the most ancient friends’ 
and “staunch allies” of the British Government in the 
Maratha Empire, and “the support of the system of order 
that existed on the Company’s irontier.” The ancestors ot 
the present Pnler of BangU bore a distingnished part in 
establishing the ascendency of the Maratha Empire in 
Southern India. Lieutenant His Highness Sir Chintamanrao 
Appasaheb, K.C.I.E., the present Ruler, who was born in 
1890, ascended the Gadi in 1903. Educated at the Rajkumar 
College, Rajkot. Married a daughter of Sir M. V. Joshi, 
K.C.I.E., C.I.E., of Amraoti, Ex-Home Member of the 
Government of Central Provinces. Assumed the administra¬ 
tion of the State in June, 1910. His Highness showed great 
promise in his boyhood and his people conjectured that he 
would carve out for himself the career of a great Ruler and a 
wise statesman, and that conjecture has now proved to be 
correct. 

His Highness has done more things in a short time for 
the good of his state than many others of his position. 
Circumscribed, though he is with regard to his territorial 
limits, he has by intelligence and ability made himself felt 
over a wider section of the Indian public by representing the 
interests of the smaller Indian States at the First and Second 
Round Table Conferences with success and ability and by 
deputing his political Minister Rao Sabeb Y. A. Thombare as 
a delegate to the joint Parliamentary Committee. He always 
stands for a '‘give or take” policy in regard to the poliltical 
privileges British India is yearning for and has, while giving 
his support to the entry of the States into Federation with 
British India, clearly insisted upon necessary safeguards to 
ensure the independence of Indian States in whose interests 
he has also very recently placed before the Joint Parliamen¬ 
tary Committee a new scheme which is reported to be in 
general agreement with the views expressed by the Viceroy. 
As far as his own State is concerned, he has always taken a 
personal interest in the administration. He is assisted by an 
able Dewan and a competent Political Minister. He has been

the first among the Rulers of Western India to institute a 
State Legislative Assembly as a medium to get at the views 
of the general public. To enumerate all his achievements as 
a Ruler m detail would be out of place here and it need only 
be said that he has instituted in his State an era of progress 
and contentment among his people in all directions apper¬ 
taining to their uplift, morally & materially. He has also 
m iintained unimpaired the family traditions of loyal devotion 
to the British Crown whose representatives in India have on 
various occasions testified to it in no uncertain terms. The 
various honours that have been bestowed on him—a salute 
of 9 guns in 1917 ; conferment of the K.C.I.E. in 1923 ; 
increase of the salute to 11 guns (personal) in 1927 and his 
being honoured with the title of Raja in 1932—po unmistak¬ 
ably to show the extent of the British Government’s 
appreciation and due recognition of the devotion, loyalty and 
efficiency the Raja Saheb has always shown in the adminis¬ 
tration of his State which within the last few decades, has 
come to the forefront of the smaller States among the Indian 
States—and this rapid march of Sangli towards progress has 
been mainly due to the personal abilities of the Ruler as was 
amply recognised by the British public when he visited 
England in 1930 and 1931 to represent the interests of the 
Indian States at the First and Second Round Table Con¬ 
ferences. Proof of this is seen in the ready response the 
representatives of His Majesty’s Government and Delegates 
of all classes gave to the able memorandum submitted by 
His Highness on the question of smaller States.

While His Highness 
has been the recipient of many honours at the hands of the 
Paramount Power, the Ranee Saheb has also received her 
share of recognition at their hands. Her Highness was 
awarded the Kaiser-i-Hind Gold Medal, in recognition of her 
activities and work for womanhood both in the State and in 
British India (19291 If the Ranee Saheb is happy as a 
dutiful wife, she is happier still as a loving mother. She has 
four daughters—Rajkumaris, (1) Shrimant Soubhagyavati

and two sons (1) Shrimant Yuvaraj Madhavrao Raosaheb and

Lt Colonel His Highness Maharaja Sir Amar 
Prakash Bahadur K.C.S.I.,K.C.I.E., Maharaj of Sirmoor 
State died in Vienna on the 13th August 1933, after a 
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brilliant and successful reign of more than 21 years. His 
sad and sorrowful demise was naturally a heavy and unbear¬ 
able shock and deprived his son His Highness Maharaja 
Eajender Prakash Bahadur of the solicitous and affectionate 
care of his father and placed the heavy responsible burden of 
the administration of the State on his shoulders while still 
in early years of his life. 

H. H. the Maharaja Eajender Prakash the present Euler, 
was born on the 10th January 1913. He was very carefully 
educated during the life time of his father who took special 
interest in the upbringing of his son. Duringhis father’s absence 
in Europe when the administration of the State was placed in 
the hands of a council, he got practical training and gained 
immense knowledge oi the ins and outs of administration and 
thereby well equipped himself for undertaking the responsi¬ 
bilities of his high office. Although it was before due time 
but in recognition of his ruling merits and abilities the 
Maharaja was installed to his ancestral Gaddi by the Hon’ble 
Sir J. A. 0. Pitz Patrick, K.C.I.E., C.B.E., I.C.S., Agent to 
the Governor-General, Punjab States, in November 1933. 
The young Prince is a good scholar in English and has a 
store of wisdom far beyond his years. Besides being hard 
working he is energetic, intelligent and a keen sportsman. 
He possesses very refined tastes, a sympathetic heart and is a 
lover of justice. As the Chief Justice of the High Court of 
the State he considers it his solemn obligation to dispense 
even-handed justice with scrupulous care. Ever since his 
assumption of the rule of Government be has been adminis¬ 
trating the State with conspicuous ability, without sparing 
any pains to promote the interests of his State and Subjects. 
He is ever anxious to explore new avenues and examine fresh 
channels which would serve to raise the moral and material 
status of his people and country. 

He is accessible to all and is fond of undertaking 
extensive tours with a view to study the conditions of his 
people and keep himself informed of the march of events in 
the State and takes a keen personal interest in all that 
conduces to the general happiness and welfare of his people. 
His sterling and outstanding qualities of head and heart have 
won for him the affection of his faithful and loyal people. 
In fact the young Maharaja during the short period that has 
passed since his investiture with full ruling powers has 
proved himself to be a very promising and an enlightened 
Euler and gives the bright hopes of proving himself a 
worthy successor of his illustrious father.

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KING of SOUNDA (Sundem . 

His Highness Basavalinga Rajendra Vadiar, Raja 

Bahadur, the present King of Sundem was born on 12th 
July 1904. He succeeded to the Gadi on the death of his 
father H. H. Savai Veera Sadashiva Eajendra Wodiyar 
Bahadur Raja of Sonda. 

In accordance with the treaties celebrated between the 
Portuguese Government and the House of Sundem, the 
Kings of Sundem are entitled to the treatment of “His 
Highness ” and were addressed by the Kings of Portugal as 
their “August Cousins.'’ 

The present King of Sundem, Basavalinga, maintains 
the best relations with the Government oi Portuguese India 
and keeps correspondence with the Government of the 
Portuguese Re-public. 

Sonda formerly formed a part of the Vijayanagar Empire 
is now included in the Portuguese territories. The country 
is beautiful and fertile but its richness and fertility were 
often marred by the fighting operations of Hyder and Mab- 
rattas. The Ruling Chiefs of Sonda were styled as Viceroys 
and were given the title of Maharajas by the Emperor of 
Vijayanagar. As the powder of Vijayanagar Empire declined 
the chiefs of Sonda grew independent and over-threw the 
allegiance to the Kings of Vijayanagar. In course of time, 
as the Royal authorities of the Kings of Vijayanagar weakent d, 
the Sonda family developed into an independent principality. 
The founder of the Sonda dynasty H. H. Arasappa Rajendra 
Wodiyar was a great warrior. He reigned from 1555 to 1598 
and during his long and eventful reign he built Sudhapur 
and made ceaseless efforts to uproot the heresy of Jainism 
that threatened to overpower the religious belief of the people. 
He did his utmost to revive the Brahamanical faith. The 
Polegars were going about the country spreading the gospel 
of Jainism and attacking the old and cherished beliefs of 
the people. 

H. H. Arasappa Rajendra Wodiyar endeared himself 
in the hearts of his people by annihilating these intenerent 
profits of Jainism and was lovingly looked upon by his 
subjects as the Defender of their Faith. He peopled the 
waste lands in his Kingdom by inviting the Haiga Brahminas 
and giving special facilities for cultivation and thus improved 
the resources and increased the revenues of the State. He 
styled himself H. H. Arasappa Rajendra Wodiyar of Sonda 
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by the appointment of Sree Veeraprabhu Venkatapati who 
is given all the titles of Vijayanagar Sovereigns, He was 
succeeded by his son H. H. Ramachandra Rajendra Wodiyar 
who reigned from 1598 to 1618. During the brief period of 
20 years, he continued the religious and political policies of 
his father and maintained peace and enhanced the propriety 
of his State. The last three generations of King continued 
to hold as feudatories or Rajas, probably of Bijapur rather 
than Vijayanagar. H. H. Sadashiva Rajendra Wodiyar the 
great grandson of Ramachandra Rajendra Wodiyar, restored 
the confidence of the people in the integrity of their Rulers. 
He was a consumate Politician, a daring soldier and a fore- 
sighted Statesman. He organized the Military forces of the 
State and disciplined the armies. He ruled from 1674 to 
1697 and daring this period he achieved greater success and 
power than any other former ruler of the Sonda Dynasty. 
During the 17th century when the Mussalmans were making 
rapid progress in their acquisitions on the North Coast 
Districts of Canara the Rajas of Sonda maintained the 
integrity and independence of their territories above the 
Sahyadrie. H. H. Sadashiva Rajendra Wodiyar who was the 
most vigorous ruler of the family spread his power to the 
sea and exacted tributes from the foreign powers that had 
set up their practice in Karwar. In the year 1618 and 1690 
the Maharattasled by Sarnbhaji waged a fierce and unsuccess¬ 
ful war against H. H. Sadashiva Rajendra Wodiyar who 
repelled their invasion and ceased to pay even nominal alle¬ 
giance to the Maharattas King and declared himself as an 
independent Sovereign. 

After the failure of Sambhaji's attempt to subdue the 
rebellious Rajas of Sonda, they openly enter into the alliance 
with the Portuguese Government. Sarnbhaji being jealous 
and apprehensive of some future danger to the Maha- 
ratta Empire from this formidable alliance led a detach¬ 
ment against Sonda in person but apparently without 
effect. In 1683 the Portuguese instigated the Rajas of 
Sonda at the Dassais of Karwar to revolt and helped them 
with the troops. Sarnbhaji pre-occupied with incessant warfare 
with the Emperor of Delhi did not take any notice of his 
rebellious feudatories and from this time it appears that the 
historic connection between the Rajas of Sonda and the 
Chatrapathies of Satara terminated. Up to 1763 the North 
of Kanara as far as Mirgan was under Sonda and the South 
was under Bednur. After 1763 the whole of the Province 
was conquered by Hayder Ali (1761-82) of Mysore; it 
continued to be held by his son Tippu Sultan (1782-1799)

until his overthrow in 1799, when the whole district passed 
to the British. At this time H. H. Basavalinga Kajendra Wodi- 
yar son and successor of H. H. Sadashiva Rajendra Wodiyar 
ruled (1697-1745). H. H. Basavalinga Rajendra Wodiyar 
who was a worthy successor of his worthy father increased 
the power and territory on Sonda to which his father has so 
greatly contributed. It can be said that Sonda reached its 
zenith of power in H. H. Basavalinga Rajendra Wodiyar’stime. 
The causes are not far to seek. The decline and decadence of 
Maharattas, the freindship of the Moguls to whom he paid tri¬ 
butes and the alliance of the Portuguese combined to help H. H. 
Basavalinga Rajendra Wodiyar in extending the limits of 
his kingdom beyond Mirgan and maintained his integrity. 
According to the local manuscript history, the forts of Karwar 
and Kadra were demolished and in their place a new fort 
was built which H. H. Basavalinga Rajendra Wodiyar in 
commemoration of his father’s name called Sadashiva Clad. 

On the 19th February 1714, a new treaty was signed 
with the Portuguese Government by which H. H. Basava¬ 
linga Rajendra Wodiyar promised to be 16yal and faithful 
friend of the Portuguese Government. On June 4th, 1745, 
the treaty of 1735 between Sonda Goa was ratified and the 
Portuguese were granted certain villages and were allowed 
to trade and build churches. It was agreed that no foreign 
powers should be allowed to settle in Sonda territories. 
H. H. Basavalinga Rajendra Wodiyar died in 1745 and was 
succeedc^d by H. H. Ommodi Sadashiva Rajendra Wodiyar 
(1745-1763). On his death his son H. H. Sawai Basavalinga 
Rajendra Wodiyar inherited the property and died in 1843 
and was succeeded by his son H. H. Sadashiva Rajendra 
Wodiyar who survived only a few months. His successor 
was his brother H. H, Vira Rajendra Wodiyar who continued 
to enjoy the same honours. After his death his son H. H. 
Savai Basavalinga Rajendra Wodiyar succeeded to the Throne 
and enjoyed all the honours. After his death his son H. H. 
Savai Veera Sadashiva Rajendra Wodiyar Bahadur the father 
of the present Raja of Sonda (Goa) succeeded to the State 
with all the honours of the Royal Family and was entitled 
to a salute of 19 guns and they are now residing in Goa 
(Portuguese Territory). 

[As we were going to the Press the news reached us 
about the death under the most tragic circumstances of H. H. 
Basavalinga Rajendra Wodiyar the present Raja Saheb in 
September 1935.]

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TRAVANCORE 

His Highness Sri Padmanabha Dasa Vanchi Pala 
Rama Varma Kulashekhara Kritapati Manney 
Sultan Maharaja Raja Ramaraja Bahadur Sham* 
sher Jang, G.C.I.E., Maharaja of, —Travancore, has 
been governed by a line of illustrious rulers from the days of 
AiyilJiam Thirunal Maharaja and brilliant ministers begin¬ 
ning with Sir T. Madhava How. The long reign of 39 years 
of the late Sri MooJain Thirunal Maharaja was justly 
acclai//ied as the “Golden Age“ of Travancore in her recent 
history. The late Maharaja having no direct heir to the 
throne, Setu Lakshmi Bai and Setn Parvathi Bai, from 
the Mavelikara stock were adopted. The present Maharaja 
is the son of the Junior Kani, Setn Parvathi Bai. 

Born on 7th November 191*2, His Highness began to 
study Malayalam fi'om the early age of 5. This was followed 
by a well regulated course of studies in Sanskrit by compe¬ 
tent Pandits. Mr. 1). W. Dodwell, I.C.S., and later Captain 
G.T. V. Harvey were in charge of the higher education of 
His Highness who made remarkable progress in his studies 
under their guidance. Mr. JhC. Dntt, I.C.S. a distinguished 
Indian civilian was appointed administrative tutor of His 
Highness in 1930 when he stayed in Mysore for several 
months to study the working of the administrative machinery 
of that progressive Indian state. 

His Highness who came into Titular succession in 1924 
was invested witii full ruling powers on the Gth November, 
1931 on the attainment of majority. The 7 years of minority 
administration was carried on under the regency of the 
Senior Maharani, Setu Lakshmi Bai, C.I. His Highness 
has travelled far and wide and is the first ruler of Travancore 
to go on a European tour. 

J^he Government of the country is conducted in the 
name and under the control of His Highness the Maharaja. 
There is a legislature consisting of an Upper and Lower 
House, with majority of elected members and possessing large 
legislative and financial powers and powers of interpellation.

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BAVADA 

Shrimant Parashuramrao Madhavrao alias Bahu- 
saheb Pandit, Pant Amatya, Hookmat-Panha, the 

liuler of Bavada, is a descendant of the renowned and illus¬ 
trious historic family of the Pant Amatya, the Finance 
Minister and second in rank among the Cabinet (Ashta- 
Pradhan-eight Ministers) of Shivaji the Great, the founder 
of the Maratha Empire. Nilo Sonadev and Abaji Sonadev 
were both great friends and companions of Shivaji from 
childhood and on the strength of their valour and adminis¬ 
trative abilities, rose to high positions both in the State and 
in the Army and were created Subhedar, Sachiv and 
Mujumdar. Nilo Sonadev, who was then Mujumdar, died and 
his son, the famous Eamachandra Nilkanth in bis young age 
of 22 succeeded his father as Mujumdar in 1672. In 1674, 
Shivaji the Great performed his Coronation Ceremony and 
assumed Kingship when he organised his Cabinet of eight minis¬ 
ters and gave all of them Sanskrit designations thus changing 
'‘Mujumdar” to “Pant Amatya” and Eamachandra Nil¬ 
kanth, who held the office since 1672, became the first Pant 
Amatya of the Maratha Empire. This Eamachandra Nil¬ 
kanth, who by his brilliant achievements and steadfast loyalty 
during his long career of more than sixty years has earned 
unparalleled historic fame in Maratha history, is the founder 
of Bavada House. 

On the death of Shivaji the Great, Sambhaji, his eldest 
son came to the throne; but Aurangzeb, the most powerful 
Moghul Emperor, swooped down upon the Deccan with a 
determination to uproot the Maratha Empire. Unfortunately 
Sambhaji was captured and put to a violent and cruel death 
by him in 1689 at Tulapur near Ahmednagar and his infant 
son and wife were taken away as prisoners. Eajaram, the 
younger son of Shivaji the Great, was chosen by all the 
Marathas as their leader and king, and they renewed theii 
fight with the Moghuls as before. Eajaram, following the 
strategical mode of Maratha warfare thought it better to 
divide the force of Moghul attack by himself moving to Jinji, 
a strong Hill Fort to the extreme South. He placed Eama- 
chandra Nilkanth at the head of the Marathas in Maharashtra 
to resist Aurangzeb and appointed him “Hukmat-Panha” with 
fnll powers of Government in 1692, to which selection, all the 
Maratha leaders, warriors and Sardars readily cofisented. 
He thus conducted, on his own responsibility, the Maratha 
warfare for six years, i.e., till 1697 when Eajaram could return

to Maharashtra. Bamachandra Nilkanth was not only the 
most able administrator and renowned general but was also 
a selfless worker in the cause of the Maratha Independence, 
which fact is clear from his request to Kajaram Maharaja on 
his return from Jinji, for being relieved from official duties 
in order to be able to go on pilgrimage to Benares. Nothing 
could be nobler and more unselfish than such a request and 
it was impossible for Kajaram not to be moved by it. Kajaram 
Maharaja in reply to his request said that as Kamachandra 
Pant Amatya had vanquished the enemy and reconquered the 
lost possessions of the Kaj, the duty of consolidating and 
maintaining the same naturally came to him. When Raja- 
ram Maharaja was on his death bed in 1700, he called all 
Sardars and Officers of the Maratha Empire and commanded 
them that Kamachandra Pant Amatya was entrusted with the 
full authority over and management of the Maratha kingdom 
and that he was to be unflinchingly obeyed. In the usual 
course of things Shivaji, the son of Kajaram, was placed on 
the Gadi with Tarabai as Regent and Kamachandra Pant 
Amtayaas the Prime Minister. It is during this period and in 
recognition of a brilliant record of selfless and signal services 
rendered by him for more than thirty years, that a Sanad in 
the name of Kamachandra Nilkanth was issued in 1703, 
making a full and absolute grant to him of a large and exten¬ 
sive tract of country with full powers and sovereignty 
together with additional Watans, Inams and Rights enjoyed 
by his family since ancient times. In 1707 however, the 
release of Sambhaji’s son, known as Shahu, from Moghul 
captivity gave rise to civil war among the Marathas causing 
a split among the Maratha leaders as expected by Aurangzeb. 
Greater section was steadfast in their loyalty to the ‘‘ Staunch 
Maratha Independence Party ” headed by Tarabai and 
supported by such an able and veteran Minister as Rama- 
chandra Pant Amatya. Shahu who came to the Deccan 
with a mandate from the Moghul Emperor and as a vassal of 
Delhi, could secure support of Dhanaji Jadhav and Khando 
Balal Chitanis. This Civil war lasted for more than two 
decades and resulted in the Settlement of 1730-31 known as 
Warna Treaty by which the Independent existence of 
Kolhapur Gadi, was recognised by Shahu while Shahu was 
allowed to conquer and rule to the North of Rivers Warna and 
Krishna. 

From the above account, it is clear that Abaji and Nilo, 
uncle and father respectively of Kamachandra Pant Amatya, 
had played a conspicuous part in the Maratha history during 
the time of Shivaji the Great, that Kamachandra Pant 
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Amafcya had on the death of Shivaji successfully saved the 
Maratha Empire from destruction, that he had faithfully 
served Eajaram (Second son of Shivaji the Great) and his 
successors till his death—which date is not yet known—and 
that the recognition of the Kolhapur State as an independent 
principality by Shahu of Satara was mainly due to the 
statesmanship and ability of Bamachandra Pant and the un¬ 
selfish support he gave to Eajaram and his successors. It is 
therefore no surprise that Bamachandra Pant and his succes¬ 
sors have always been treated with great respect by the 
K )lhapur Maharajas, and in recognition of their peculiar 
relations, they enjoy the unique and proud privilege of being 
addressed by the Chhatrapati Maharajas of Kolhapur as 
‘ ’—a mode of address used by a father to his son. 

To come of such a noble and illustrious stock as Eama- 
chandra Pant Amatya, the greatness of whose achievements 
even time cannot efface from the Maratha history, must 
be considered one of the greatest blessings and for that 
reason Shrimant Madhavrao Moreshwarrao, the late Pant 
Amatya Saheb of Bavada, was certainly lucky in having been 
one of the lineal descendants of the great Bamachandra Nil- 
kanth of revered memory as to get himself adopted to Bavada 
Gadi in 1868. Throughout his long and popular adminis¬ 
tration of Bavada for a period of 48 years and over, the late 
Pant Amatya Saheb has always shown that he had the blood 
of his ancestors passing in his veins. He earned the full 
approbation of the Kolhapur Maharajas and equally well did 
he earn the satisfaction of the British Government—an 
achievement to be proud of by any one. His habitual 
kindness and courtesy to all and his constant solicitude for 
the welfare of his subjects can hardly be forgotten. The 
grant of Silver and Gold Medals in 1903, 1911 and 191*2, the 
enhancement of Judicial powers in 1904, the conferment in 
1911 of the hereditary privilege of using the Bhaladar’s Gold 
Stick, and the raising of his status to full Sessions Judgeship 
in 1927, all bear ample testimony to his loyalty and 
administrative capacity as well as to his qualities of head and 
heart. Shrimant Moreshwarrao Babasaheb, grand father of 
the present Pant Amatya Saheb had very close and friendly 
relations with the British Government in recognition of 
which his portrait has been kept in the Council Hall at 
Poona. 

The present Pant Amatya Saheb Shrimant Parashuram Bao 
Bhausaheb was born on 17th February 1907 and is fortunate 
in that he has had throughout his early life the inestimable 
advantage of the guidance of such an able and loving father.

It wdiS only for political education and for the general 
knowledge of the world that he was kept under the guardian¬ 
ship of Capt. Gastrell and Capt. M. C. Sinclair. He received 
the early and as such the best portion of his education at 
Gagan—Bavada ; and if today he is so successful as an 
administrator it is first because of the early training he 
received at the hands of his father and secondly because of 
the stern resolution he has formed for himself to follow in 
the footsteps of his beloved father. He was invested with 
full powers of administration ofhis Jahagir on IGth December 
1931 at the hands of Lt-Col. Sir Shree Eajaram Chhatrapati 
Maharaja Saheb of Kolhapur. During the short period of less 
than four years, the Pant Saheb has introduced various reforms 
in his Jahagir. The educational improvement of his people is 
a subject always very near to his heart and in this direction he 
has spent money whth a free hand. Shri Madhav A. V. School, 
at Gagan—Bavada, the old VernacularSchool now renamed in 
memory of his beloved father, who has been a great supporter 
of education, is a standing monument thereof. Scouting 
was introduced in the Jahagir with a view to improve the 
health and morals of the younger generation of his Jahagir. 
He has given an increment in pay to all Jahagir servants as 
an encouragement to do good work. He is an enlightened 
Ruler with the welfare of his subjects closely at his heart 
and in him is seen a happy combination of Western Civiliza¬ 
tion and the Culture and Philosophy of the East. The Pant 
Saheb has had to enter into two marital relations. In 1924 
he married his first wife S. S. Bhavani Baisaheb, the daughter 
of the late Chief Saheb of Jamkhandi, and in 1933 he 
married his second wife S. S. Shashikala Baisaheb, the 
daughter of Shrimant Sardar M. A. liaste of Poona, a First 
Class Sardar in the Deccan. 

On the whole it stands as an incontrovertible fact that the 
part played by the members of the Pant Amatya family in the 
affairs of Maharashtra makes one of the brightest chapters in 
Indian History and more especially in Maratha History ; and 
one should be glad that the traditions of its famous Rule are 
being ably carried on by the present Pant Amatya Saheb. 

He is a keen sportsman and takes special interest in 
tiding, shikar, motoring, swimming, tennis and all other 
manly sports. He is a member of the Bombay Flying Club 
and soon will command the art of flying.

Meherban Udajirao Abasaheb Chavan, Himmat 

Bahadur, the present ruler of Himmat Bahadur Jahagir is 
the fourth in generation from the original founder of the 
Jahagir. He has completed 59th year of his age. He has 
been invested with the powers of administration in the year 
1901. He enjoys full powers in revenue matters and the 
powers of a First Class Sub-judge with appellate powers in 
Civil matters and in Criminal matters powers to inflict 
punishment up to seven years, with appellate powers. He 
was married to Shri. Sau. Laxmibaisaheb from a Sardar 
family of Baroda. She is a niece of the present Dowager 
Maharanisaheb of Kolhapur. His second wife Shri Sau. 
Tarabaisaheb is from Sarlashkar family, another Feudatory 
House of Kolhapur, wdth whom the marriage was celebrated 
in the year 1906. He has one son and three daughters of 
whom the eldest daughter is married to Meherban Tejsinha 
alias Abasaheb Giijar, the only son of a big land-lord and 
Sardar in the Central Provinces. The son Pratapsinh alias 
Babasaheb is 16 years old and is studying in the Eajaram 
College, Kolhapur having passed the Matriculation Exami¬ 
nation of the Bombay University from the Sardars School, 
Kolhapur. Even at such young age he has exhibited his skill 
and interest in Shikar. 

Early History .— Although the present Jahagir was 
founded in the last decade of the 18th century the illustrious 
ancestry of the Chawan House dates back to the age of 
Shahaji, the father of Shivaji, the Great. Waloji Chawan 
was an officer in Shahaji’s infantry. Waloji’s son Ranoji 
also commenced services with Shahaji but his young blood 
found the leadership of Shivaji more suited to his aspirations 
and joined his militia. He was made a Sardar in the Mavla 
infantry. After rendering loyal and glorious services to the 
foundation of the Maratha Empire Eanoji died about the 
year 1675 on the field of battle near Golconda. Eanoji left 
two sons, Vithoji and Maloji both of whom, though young, 
were patronized by Shivaji and were entrusted with Maloji 
Ghorpade for training. On Vithoji’s attaining majority he 
was put in charge of a cavalry division by Shivaji. Among 
his other valorous deeds the following incident, oft narrated 
by various historians glorifies the pages of Maratha history. 
In the year 1688 the Mogul Emperor Aurangzeb swarmed over 
the Deccan with a large army to suppress the rising power 
of Marathas, an unsuccessful aim which had occupied almost 
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the whole of his long career- He was encamping at Tulapur 
when Vithoji Chavan in a surprise attack, cut off the 
Emperor’s tent, carried away the golden crests thereof and 
presented them to Chatrapati Kajaram Maharaj. The 
Maratha Emperor was greatly pleased with this valiant service 
and endowed Vithoji Chavan with the title HIMMAT 
HAHADUK, in the year 1690. He was killed in a skirmish 
at Bangalore in the year 1696 where he had accompanied 
the Chatrapati Maharaja. Vithoji left three sons, of whom 
the eldest Udaji was only 16 years of age at the time of his 
father’s death. Even at this young age, Udaji showed all 
signs of bravery and the fighting spirit of the family and was 
therefore presented with the title of HIMMAT BAHADUR 
and the insignia of the exalted position. 

After Rajaram’s death his widow Tarabai took the 
reins in her hands and ruled in the name of her minor son 
Shivaji. Among those who followed Tarabai to her new 
capital of Kolhapur was Udajirao Chavan Himmat Bahadur 
and he fought for her against Satara between the years 1707 
to 1712. In 1714 Sambhaji who had come to the throne of 
Kolhapur, granted to Udajirao a Saranjara worth about 
3 lacs. Shahu Maharaj of Satara had made overtures to 
Udajirao to come to join him, but the latter refused to do so 
without his master’s consent. Ultimately in the year 1747, 
with the knowledge and consent of his master, he received 
from Shahu a Saranjam grant worth 27 lacs and the title 
MAMALKAT MADAR. But within the next few years he 
lost almost the whole of it while fighting with Peshawa and 
the Pratinidhi of Aundh. After an active life of strenuous 
fight, Udajirao who was a terror of his time died in the year 
1762 while fighting with the Raja of Akalkot. 

Udajirao left two sons Vithojirao and Pritirao of whom 
the former remained at Digraj and the latter found a scope 
for his military talents in the Kolhapur Durbar. In the 
year 1777 when Mahadji Scindia being encouraged by 
Peshava besieged Kolhapur Pritirao and Satwaji Bhosale 
with others met Scindia and stood at bay under the protec¬ 
tion of the walls of the fort. He also rendered valuable 
service to the Kolhapur Raj during the depredations by 
Parashuram Bhau Patwardhan. In consideration of these 
eminent services he v/as invested by Sambhaji with the title 
of Himmat Bahadur, charged with the custody of Jaripataka 
including the appurtenant Sarnawbat and was paid all the 
honours due to the principal hereditary ministers. This 
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Happened in the year 1784-85. It is under these Sanads 
granted to Pritirao that the present Jahagir came into 
existence. 

The Himmat Bahadur Jahagir is one of the nine Feuda¬ 
tory Jahagirs under Kolhapur Suzerainty. The Jahagir 
consits of 20 villages situate in four Talukas of the Kolha¬ 
pur State. The total area under the Jahagir jurisdiction is 
50 square miles and the population as computed in the last 
census is more than 20,000 souls. The total gross revenue of 
the Jahagir includingsheri income amounts to about Es. 90,000 
annually.

ICHALKARANJl 

Shrimant Narayanrao Baba Saheb, Chief of Ichai 
karanji, was born in 1872. He was adopted to the Gadi 
4 years after and was invested with ruling powers in 1892. 
He had his education under competent teachers wellknown 
in the educational world in Western India. Passing the 
Matriculation Examination of the Bombay University in 
1888, he won a scholarship in the Eajaram College, Kolhapur, 
which he magnanimously relinquished in favour of the next 
in rank. Finishing his Collegiate education at the Elphinstone 
College, Bombay under that veteran educationist Dr. Words¬ 
worth, he joined the Bombay Haw College and also attended 
the Bombay High Court proceedings to obtain an insight 
into law and legal matters. This experience which he had 
secured in early life in matters of legal has stood him in good 
stead in the administration of his State. He also made a 
close and intelligent study of History and Economics and 
the Chief Saheb’s knowledge in these two subjects has im¬ 
pressed many of hisfriends. As a first class Sardarin the Deccan 
he represented the Sardars and Inamdars of the Deccan in

the Bombay Legislative Council with conspicuous ability 
for 12 years. For some time he was also a member of the 
Senate of the Bombay University. Chief Saheb married 
Shrimant Saubhagyavati Gangabai Rane Saheb- She is an 
educated lady with a religious turn of mind and is endowed 
with such qualities of head and heart that go to make 
home life happy. In her the Chief Saheb has staunch and 
sincere advisor in all matters that concern the social and 
educational welfare of his subjects. The Rane Saheb takes 
in season and out of season a very keen interest in the uplift 
of her sex, and her strong advocacy for female education in 
the State knows no bounds. In his first tour in Europe, she 
had accompanied the Chief Saheb and while there had made 
a large number of friends among the members of her own 
sex. In memory of her devotion to her wifely duties the 
Chief Saheb has constructed and donated a Library at Ajra 
and a ladies Club at Ichalkaranji, both of which are named 
after her. Both the Chief Saheb and the Rane Saheb have 
all along had a happy life and the only domestic misfortune 
they had W’as the death of their beloved adopted son, Venkat- 
rao, who was a distinguished scholar and an M.A. of the 
Bombay University. 

During the last 4H years of his popular and enlighted 
administration, the Chief Saheb has been responsible for the 
introduction of various reforms in the State, chief among 
them being the introduction of free Primary Education and 
the Sanitary improvement of all the villages and towns in 
the State. The educational improvement of his people is a 
subject always very near to his heart and in this direction he 
has spent money with a free hand. The Govindrao High 
School built and named in memory of his beloved father is a 
standing monument thereof. He has travelled far and wide, 
visiting most of the important places of interest in India. 
In 1912 he visited Java and in the subsequent year Great 
Britain and Europe. He visited England again in 1919 as 
the honoured guest of His Majesty the King Emperor at the 
Peace celebrations and had the privilege of a seat in the 
Royal Pavilion. As a traveller he allows no opportunity to 
slip by in gathering experience of men and manners in diffe¬ 
rent countries, as may be seen from an interesting book 
published by him in England in 1914 wherein he has embodied 
his close observations of British life and character. This 
book was well received by the British Press and the public. 
He has also translated many useful English books into 
Marathi for the benefit of the Marathi knowing people. He 
is an enlightened Ruler with the welfare of his subjects 
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closely on his heart, and in him is seen a happy combination 
of Western civilization and the culture and philosophy of the 
East. He was medically advised to take a long holiday and 
he went to England for the third time in May 1932. This 
time he also visited Norway, Sweden and Denmark. He is 
much interested in Co-operation and during his visit to 
Denmark, he studied the Co-operative Movement in the 
Country, which is so well-known for its Co-operative Insti¬ 
tutions. It was in 1913, that he introduced co-operation in 
the State, and since then the movement has made very great 
progress in the State, which is noted in the Southern 
Maratha Country for its well conducted Co-operative Insti¬ 
tutions. The Chief Saheb is taking a very active interest in 
the rural re-construction movement, and is developing it 
whole-heartedly within the boundaries of Ichalkaranji.

H. E. The Patriarch of the East Indies. 

H. E. Dom Theotonio Manuel Ribeiro Vieira 
De Castro, Patriarch of the East Indies, Primate of the 
East, Archbishop of Goa and Darnaim, and Archbishop of 
('ranganor kc. Born in the city of Oporto, Portugal, on 
the 27th July 1859, Keceived his Sacerdotal ordination in 
Rome, in the Basilica of St. John of Jjateran, on the 
8th April 1882; received the Doctorate in Theology and 
Canon Law of the Gregorian Pontifical University in lr85 ; 
appointed Vice Rector and Professor of Theology in the 
Seminary of Oporto by His EmminenceD. Americo, Cardinal 
Bishop of Oporto in October 1885 ; appointed Canon of 
the Cathedral of Oporto in 1890; elected Bishop of Mylapore 
by His Holiness Pope Leo XIII in the Consistory of the 
22nd June 1899; consecrated on the 15th August in the 
Cathedral of Oporto; took charge of his Diocese by proxy 
on the 24th September and entered Mylapore on Ihe 23rd 
December of the same year. 
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He governed the Archdiocese of Goa, sede vacante, after 
the death of the Patriarch D. Valente, from the 1st February 
1908 to the 30th June 1909; appointed Superior of the 
College of the Portuguese Foreign Missions by the Holy See 
and the Government of Portugal in 1922, in which situation 
he continued until November 1930; by appointment of the 
Holy Father and of the Portuguese Government he came in 
Diplomatic Mission to elaborate a project for a new agree¬ 
ment (Protocolo) between the Holy See and Portugal in 
connection with the Diocese of Mylapore; and the scheme 
he had proposed was adopted, without alteration, by both 
the high contracting parties. At the recommendation of His 
Excellency the President of the Portuguese Eepublic he was 
appointed, on the 25th May 1929, by His Holiness Pope 
PIUS XI, Archbishop of Goa and Damaun and the Patriarch 
of the East Indies. He entered Goa and took charge of his 
new appointment in the Cathedral of Goa, on the 2nd 
February 1931, the feast of the Purification of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary.

He passed the Intermediate Examination from 
the Government College, Ajmer, in 1900 and was 2nd in 
the University. He, then, joined the Muir Central College, 
Allahabad, and in 1902 passed B.A.. and B.Sc. Examinations, 
the latter in the 1st Division with honours in Chemistry, 
standing first in the University on the Science side. For 
this distinguished success he was awarded the Elliot Scholar¬ 
ship and Jubilee Medal by the Allahabad University. He 
was also offered a scholarship for study in Europe by the 
late Mr. Tata, but he refused it on account of caste difficul¬ 
ties. In 1903 he passed the first D. Sc. Examination in 
Physics in the ist Division and was first in the University. 
He studied Physics up to M.A., but did not appear at the 
M.A. or the 2od D. Sc. Examination. He passed the LL. B. 
Examination in 1st Class in 1904 and was 1st in order of 
merit. He finished his education at the age of 22 
and practised law in Ajmer Merwara for about a year. 
After this he served in Mewar for about a year 
and a half as a Judicial Officer. He joined 
the Holkar State service as a District and Sessions 
Judge in January 1907. In 1908, he was appointed as Law 
Tutor to His Highness Maharaja Tukoji Bao Holkar III and 
served in that capacity till 1911 except fora few months, 
during which he was reverted to the Judicial Department. In 
1910, he accompanied the Maharaja during his European 
Tour and was in Europe, with him, for a year and half. On 
the Maharaja’s assumption of ruling powers in 1911, he 
was appointed his 2nd Secretary, and in 1913 his 1st Secre¬ 
tary. In this capacity he went again with the Maharaja to 
Europe for six months and in the beginning of 1915 he was 
appointed as Home Minister, Indore. He worked in this 
capacity till April 1921 when he resigned the State service. 
His Highness the Maharaja granted him a special pension 
in recognition of his services. During this period, he 
was a recipient of several pecuniary rewards 
and honours for his valuable services to the State 
and had a hand in almost all important administrative 
matters. Several reforms introduced in the State 
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from time to time were greatly due to him. In 1911 
he was given the Kings Coronation Medal and in 1914 the 
title of “Kai Bahadur” by the British Government. In 
1920 the high title of ‘‘Aitmad-ud-Dowlah” was conferred 
on him by His Highness the Maharaja. On his retirement 
from the Holkar State Service, he joined the Patiala State 
service as a Minister and served in this capacity till August 
1923 when he again rejoined the Holkar State service as Plome 
Minister. In the Patiala-Nabha case, he was the chief repre¬ 
sentative of the Patiala State in the beginning of the in¬ 
quiry held under the orders of the Government of India. 
Soon after his return to Indore, he was appointed Deputy 
Prime Minister and President of the Appeal Committee of 
the Cabinet.

Horticulturists to the 
Government of Bombay, comes of a well-known Singh 

family of Sahowala in Sialkot, 
Punjab.

He joined 
the Bombay Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment in June 1921, and in July 
of the same year he was appoint¬ 
ed Horticulturist to the Govern¬ 
ment of Bombay and since then 
he is holding the same post. 

A man of irresistible optimism 
coupled with genial personality, 
Dr. Cheema has endeared himself 
to the people of Western India 
by his stupendous labours in con¬ 
nection with the Indian Fruit Marketing, etc. His name 
will certainly be associated with those who are doing the 
'‘pioneer work” of supplying a subsidiary industry to the 
poor agriculturists of India. As an Official, he is mainly 
concerned with the question of the “fruit supply of Bombay” 
and has earned an unquestionable reputation in his profes¬ 
sion. Practically all tropical fruits plus those of Europe are 
obtainable in Bombay and the man responsible in the im¬ 
provement of these supplies is Dr. Cheema. The fine big 
tomatoes which can now be produced in Bombay is the out¬ 
come of his labours. Besides, he is responsible for the in¬ 
troduction of grape, fruit, navel orange and Italian lemon in 
the Deccan, where experience has shown that they grow to 
perfection. So also in the case of pineapples and guavas. The 
size of the guavas has been greatly increased while the seed 
contents have been reduced a good deal. The Katnagiri 
pineapples are found to more luscious than those that come 
from the Straits. Instances of the improvements effected 
by Dr. Cheema in fruit cultivation in Bombay could be 
enumerated infinitum, and there is no question that a man 
of Dr- Cheema’s abilities must be considered an acquisition 
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to this Presidency. He is, at present, busy in connectjon with 
the organisation of the Fruit Marketing and Transportation 
facilities for the people; the most important items in rural 
uplift. His pioneer work in connection with the export of 
mangoes to Europe during recent years is too well-known to 
require repetition here. He was selected an Empire Mar¬ 
keting Board Scholar in 1931, and as a result of his labours, 
Indian fruits are being exported to Europe.

Ketired Judge, Court of Small Causes, Bombay. Born on 

24th August 1847. His 
father Maneckjee Curaet- 
jee (born 1808. Died 
1887) has been a well- 
known citizen of Bombay 
and greatly distinguished 
for his very remarkable 
and what may be describ¬ 
ed epoch making activities 
as an Educationist and 
Social Itelormer, far in 
advance of his times. He 
visited and travelled in 
England and on the 
Continent several times 
since early in 1841. He 
was the first Indian 
Freemason and was the 
direct means of causing 
the doors of .b'reemasonery 
to be thrown open to the 
Natives of India and 
himself opened the hist Masonic Lodge. The Lodge Bising 
Star of Western India, in Bombay, for the admission of 
Indian Gentlemen to the Craft. A special medal has been 
stuck to commemorate the interesting and historic event, 
lie was the first to enter Government Service, in the higher 
grade, far back as the mid-thirties of the last century, as 
Assistant Commissioner of Customs, a department hitherto and 
for long claimed to be the special preserve of Europeans. 
Later he notified as a Vakil of the then Sudder Adalat, was 
appointed one of the Judges of the then Court of Bequests and 
when the Court of Small Causes, Presidency was established, 
Manockjee Cursetjee was appointed one of its Judges. He 
was twice appointed Sheriff of Bombay, in recognition of his 
many public services. But his most important and noteworthy 
achievement was the early introduction since 1855, of 
Female ICducation amongst us on English and Western lines, 
its establishment on a sound and permanent basis and its 
continuing promotion to which he devoted himself heart and 
soul for the greater part of his life. This great work he 
effected, be it remembered in spite of and against implacable 
hostility on social and religious grounds, on the part of both 
Hindus and i/arsees. The happy and standing results of his 
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great labours and endeavour in the cause of Female Educa¬ 
tion was the founding and opening of the Alexandra Girls 
English Institution, the standing Monument to Manockjee 
Cursetjee’s memory, the premier and historic School for the 
advanced education of our Indian Girls and the effectual 
Model of all other like schools that have followed, longo 
mtervalo in Bombay and in this Presidency. Now to return 
to the subject of the sketch, Cursetjee Manockjee was taken 
by his father along with his brother Jehangir, to England 
early in 1862, and there he had his schooling, his College 
Studentship at Oxford and his professional studies in London 
as a member of Lincoln’s Inn during a period of nearly 
eight years. He was the first Parsee, in fact the first Indian, 
to be admitted as an undergraduate of the University of 
Oxford, in spite of many drawbacks, he very creditably went 
through the prescribed Classical course of studies and took 
his B.A. degree in scheduled time. He was called to the 
liar at the end of Michaelmas term, September, 1869 and 
was duly enrolled at Westminster Hall as a Barrister-at- 
Law. After an extensive tour in Europe, where his fair 
knowledge of French and Italian (self taught), helped him 
greatly to enjoy and benefit by. Cursetjee returned to 
Bombay and joined the Bombay Bar. After eight years 
absence from home, he found himself somewhat of a stranger 
among his own people. After some three years or so of 
such legal practice as came his way, he accepted the appoint¬ 
ment of Judge of the Court of Small Causes, at Ahmednagar. 
He was promoted to the more important post of Judge of 
the Small Causes Courts at Ahmedabad and of Nadiad. 
After thus serving in the Mofussil for some thirteen years, 
he was promoted in 1886, as an acting Judge of the Presi¬ 
dency Small Causes Court and in 1887 was confirmed in that 
post as third Judge; later acting as second Judge and for 
three different periods acting as Chief Judge. In 1907 he 
retired on pension after 31 years service on the Bench. He 
is connected with The Bombay Art Society, The Natural 
History Society, The Students Brotherhood, The Cercle 
Litterare Francaise, The Adams-Wylie Hospital, The Sasoon 
Mechanic Institute, The Parsee Zoroastrian Association, 
The Parsee Boy Scouts Associatoin, The Teachers’ Association, 
The Young Men’s Parsee Association, The Bombay Parsee 
Ambulance Division, The Bombay Ganyan Prasakh Handle, 
The Alexandra Girls English Institution. In most of these 
he has taken an active part as a Vice-President or Chairman 
of Managing Committee. He also started the Bombay 
A.D.C. and the Bombay Musical Society, in both which 
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he got up successful public performances, the receipts from 
which were devoted to public charities. Over and above 
all these associations and societies he has particularly and 
most assiduously devoted himself, all for the love of th(^ 
work and the need of it, to the Manockjee Cursetjee s 
Alexandra Girls English Institution as permanent President 
and Chairman of its Board of Directors for these past forty 
seven years, eversince the death of his venerable father and 
has thus been and still is helping successfully to carry on 
the good work of this historic Institution. M)'. C.M.C. is 
now in his S7th year.

Dastoor, Khorshedjee Behramjee Jamasp Asana, High 
Priest of the Parsees of Hyderabad, Deccan. Born at Poona 
on the 1th June 1855. He is a scion of tlie family 
of Jamasp Assa, renowned for its high spiritual and 
scholastic attainments as well as for its unflinching 
loyalty to the British Crown, during the critical period of 
the Mutiny. His father Dastoor Behramjee was the first 
Talukdar of Aurangabad and resigned his post at the 
special and pressing request of the local Parsee Community 
to take up the duties of High Priest of Hyderabad. Das- 
toor Khorshedjee was in his father’s lifetime unanimously 
elected Nayeh Dastoor (Deputy High Priest) by the Parsees 
of Hyderabad and succeeded as Dastoor (High Priest) on the 
20th March 1895 when Dastoor Beheramjee died. He obtained 
his secular and spiritual education under the kind care of 
his uncles Dastoor Noshirwanjee and Dastoor Khorshedjee 
Jamshedjee, High Priest of Mhow. His tenure of Dastoor- 
ship was no bed of roses as he had to assert and fight for 
the claim of the communiiy to the proprietorship of the 
Dar-e-Meher (Fire Temple) and Dokhina (Tower of Silence) 
at Secunderabad. The cases, though well conducted w'ere 
lost by the community; it is due to the persistent courage 
and self-sacrifice of Dastoor Khorsedjee that the Parsee 
community of the Hyderabad State came to build the two 
magnificent structures viz. the Anjuman’s Dar-e-Meher and 
the Anjuman’s Dokhma of which it is the proud and undis¬ 
puted owner and proprietor today. The Shrine and the 
Tower of Silence will be lasting Monuments to the keen 
and undying interest evinced by the Dastoor Saheb in the 
well being of his co-religionists. His charming and revered 
personality, piety and unostentatious learning have earned 
for him the universal regard of the whole Parsee world in 
India and though only a few persons are privileged to have 
intimate spiritual converse with him those few are fully 
aware of and highly appreciate his eminence as a religious 
guide, philosopher and friend. Among his many sided 
achievements as a High Priest are his unfailing performance 
of religious services morn, noon and night, regardless of the 
inclemency of weather and personal comfort or health, and 
by the Grace of God even today at his present advanced 
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age of 81 years he continues to carry them out most regu¬ 
larly and punctiliously.

Malshetty was the original 
acquirer of Deshmukhi of Almelparagana, and Pattanshetty 
Inams and Ohavarats, at the time of Adilshahi Kings of Bija- 
pur, about the middle of 16th century. Nilgangava the wife 
of the 4th descendant Gurushidappa acquired Byalihal Inam 
village. Jagadevappa the 5th descendant acquired 5 Inam 
villages and Jagadeshappa the 6th descendant acquired the 
Patilki of Devangaon. These Inams were acquired for 
loyalty, valorous deeds and for help rendered to the state. 
In 1199 Phasli (J 790 A.D.), during the time of the great 
grand father of the present Deshmukh, Mr. Balajiram Desh- 
pande of Almel reported to Bhrimant Madhavrao Saheb 
Peshwa Poona, that the line of the family of Deshmukh was 
extinct, whereon the estate was confiscated. Jagadevappa 
went to Poona and proved with documentary evidence, that 
he was the rightful heir, he was reinstated to the estate by 
the Peshwa. Balajiram Deshpande being dissatisfied with 
this decision, instigated Parapa Tiirchigeri and with the 
assistance of false documents showed to the Peshwa that 
Parappa was the rightful heir, to the .Desgat and with the 
promise of Ks. 50,000 Nazarana to the Peshwa got an order t© 
take possession of the Desgat in 1206 Phasli (1797 A.D.). 
In 1798 Parappa came to Almel and created disturbance. 
Jagadevappa presented an application to Shrimant Bajirao 
Peshwa. In 1799 A.I), the estate was attached under the 
orders of the Peshwa during the time of dispute. Parappa 
appeared before the Peshwa but at the actual hearing of the 
case fled away. Jagadevappa showed genuine documents, 
and also proved that the documents presented by Parappa 
were false. In 1802 the attachment order was cancelled by 
the Peshwa and Jagadevappa became the full owner of the 
Desgat. Until the death of Gurushidappa Deshmukh in 1835 
the family belonged to the order of Sardars of the Deccan. 
Raosaheb Shivalingrao Deshmukh who is the 11th descendant 
was born on 12th February 1880 at Bilgi, Taluka Kustgi 
(Hyderabad State) in the Patil family. The members of his 
natural family had long since established in Mogalai and 
being the descendants of a common ancestor, Bai Tikabai 
the widow of Jagadevrao Deshmukh adopted him on 17th 
November 1885. In 1893 Bai Tikabai died and the minor 
was taken care of by the Mamale Desai of Handignur who 
gave his daughter in marriage to him and was of great help. 
He was educated at Sardars High School Belgaum. On 28th

Doering, The Most Rev. Dr. Henry, S.J., D.D., Archbishop- 
Bishop of Poona, was born on 13th September 1859 in the 

small township of Bocholt in West¬ 
phalia, Germany. He completed 
his studies in his native country 
and went through his higher 
studies in the University of Inns¬ 
bruck in Austria. He was ordain¬ 
ed priest at Latisbon in Bavaria, 
on December 21, 1882. For eight 
years/he performed the duties of 
curate in the important parish of 
Wadershoh in Westphalia. Father 
Doering then entered the Noviviate 
of the Society of Jesus in 1890 
and renewed his studies of Philo¬ 
sophy and Theology in Holland and England . He came 
to India in 1895, and for a time taught in St. Xavier’s 
High School. He was soon sent out as a missionary to 
the Deccan. After 12yearsof arduous self sacrificing work 
in the small village of Valan in the Ahmednagar Dist., 
Father Doering was called upon to fill a higher sphere of 
duty on the death of the first Bishop of Poona, Dr. Bernard 
Beiderlinden S. J. He was consecrated on December 8, 1907. 
When the great European War broke out in 1914, he was 
separated from his diocese for many years—a painful inter¬ 
val which he utilised in attending to the welfare of his own 
countrymen and in aflfording spiritual ministrations to the 
British prisoners of war in Germany. Soon after the war, 
he tried his best to return to India to work in his Diocese, 
but failed. Dr, Doering thereupon tendered his resignation 
to the Holy See. He was subsequently promoted to the 
rank Archbishop and nominated Vicar Apostolic of Hiro¬ 
shima in Japan in 1922. Before he could complete his 
work there, the Holy See offered Dr. Doering his long- 
looked for opportunity of retinning to Poona, which he 
gladly accepted, and landed in Bombay on November 5, 
1927, and returned to Poona, where he received a very 
hearty welcome from all classes of people. He 'celebrated 
the Golden elubilee of his Sacerdotal ordination and the 
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Silver Jubilee of his Episcopal consecration on December 
8, 1932. The event was a unique one in the annals of the 
lioman Catholic Church in Poona and the Catholics gave a 
solemn and splendid demonstration of their affection tor 
their venerable Bishop in a hundred different ways too 
numerous to be detailed here.

Huilgol, Raosaheb Chayappa Santamuppa, Landlord, Excise 
Contractor and Hon.Magistrate,Belgaum, comes of a respect¬ 
ful Lingayat family. Hi: father, Santamuppa Fakirappa was 
a landlord and Excise Contractor and has given donations 
to the extent of three laKUs to many Institutions including 
educational and religious. He has also given Forty Thou¬ 
sand towards the construction of the Vithoba Temple at 
Belgaum which stands today as a memory of the donner. 
Ilaosaheb Huilgol, the subject of this sketch was born in 
1890 and received his education at Sardar’s High School, 
Belgaum. He married in 1906 Miss Kamalabai daughter of 
Fakirappa Narender of Dharwar and has six sons and two 
daughters. After finishing his educational career, Rao¬ 
saheb joined his fathers business. In the midst of his 
business activities, he devoted much of his time in public 
affairs. He is an Hon. Magistrate for the last 18 years; 
nominated Member, Taliika Local Board for 6years. Chair¬ 
man, Silver Jubilee Lucky bag committee, Belgaum. Recei¬ 
ved two Afirnamas for good services rendered to the Govern¬ 
ment. He is very generous and commands great influence 
in Belgaum. He has donated big amounts to different 
institutions and public funds including Nursing Association, 
Karnatak and Willingdon Colleges. He was made Raosaheb

Rao Raja, 
Sir Sarupchandjee, Kt., is the present head of the well-known 
firm of Sir Seth Garupchand Hukamchand, Bankers and 
Mill Owners having their main “Pedhis” at Indore, Bom¬ 
bay, Calcutta and Ujjain. He is one of those unique persona¬ 
lities who are born to leave a permanent mark on the history 
of their times and whose bright career can only be admired 
but not imitated. The History of Sir Hukamchand’s life is 
nothing but a series of brilliant successes in wealth enor¬ 
mously won and as enormously utilised. 

Sir Seth Hukamchand is the grandson of Seth Manichand 
the owner of the then well-known firm of Seth Manichand 
Magniram and son of Seth Sarupchandji. Born in the Sam- 
wat year 1931 in the month of Ashad. 

Seth Hukamchand began his business career at a tender 
age of fifteen. At his father’s death he owned a sum of 
Es. 8,00,000/- which figure though big enough for the times, 
cannot be considered adequate for the immense business 
which he now represents. 

Besides his extensive business activities in Opium and 
Cotton, he can be called the pioneer of the cotton Industry 
in Central India. His name would particularly be associated 
with the foundation and extensive growth of the Industry 
in Indore. So early as 1909 he founded the Indore Malwa 
United Mills, Ltd., of which he is the permanent Director. 
In 1914 he founded the Hukamchand Mills which is an 
equally successful concern and in 1922 he founded the Raj- 
kumar Mills. The several other Mills at present working 
in Indore are the result of the example set by him. His 
present undertaking is a big and uptodate Cotton Mill named 
the Ilira Mills Ltd. which is now being erected at Ujjain 
(Gwalior State). Sir Seth Hukamchand also represents the 
HukarnchandElecti ic Steel Co., Ltd. Besides he has also lakhs 
of his money invested in various other industrialconcerns. 

One vv’ould naturally ask what is the secret of this brilli¬ 
ant success of Sir Seth Hukamchand. A little consideration 
brings us to the conclusion that at the root of it all 
lies his brave adventurous spirit. It is correctly said by 
some well-known authority that profit does not lie either in 
capital or in trade, it lies only in risk—the greater the risk 
you undertake the greater your success; and that the indivi¬ 
dual who dare not take risk in spite of capital and possibi¬ 
lities of trade cannot attain great success.

Born in Bombay in 1878, he receiv¬ 
ed his early education at Ahmed- 
nagar, and entered.Govt service as 
a Cashier in the P.W.D. where he 
remained only for a period of 3 
years. Being very intelligent and 
far-seeing, he soon found the sphere 
of Govt, service too circumscribed 
for his ambition and began search¬ 
ing for ways and means to enter 
trade where he knew he could get 
ahead much more easily than in any 
other profession. The initial diffi¬ 
culty was that he had no money 
which forms one of the most important sinews of w^ar in 
trade. He had therefore to struggle very hard in the begin¬ 
ning to cut a way for himself in the business world. He 
overcame the difficulty by joining the business of his brothers- 
in-law Messrs K. A. Irani and B’ J. Irani in the Cantonment. 
This was just a stepping stone and that w^as all he wanted. 
He soon got on to the top notch of the ladder and established 
himself as a leading citizen of Ahrnednagar and a prominent 
member of his community. His trade activities are many 
and varied:—Partner of Messrs Hassaram and Kaikhusroo 
Ginning factory in Ahrnednagar; Govt. Contractor P.W.D.; 
Regimental Contractors in Poona and Ahinednagar; Pro¬ 
prietor, Sarosh Motor Works, Ahrnednagar and Nasik, 
Sarosh Cinema and General Stores in Ahrnednagar. The 
branch office of Sarosh Motor Works, Nasik is under the 
charge of his sons Messrs. Rustom and Ardeshir while the 
Sarosh Cinema at Ahrnednagar is managed by his nephew 
Mr. Sarosh K. Irani. Again his out door business and con¬ 
tracts are managed by his nephew Mr* Dinshaw K. Irani, It 
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will thus be seen that Khan Bahadur Irani, to find time and 
leisure for his other public activities, has made an equitable 
distribution of his trade responsiblities amongst his own 
nearest relatives. Such large business enterprise successfully 
worked havebrought in enough wealth,and unlike many others, 
Khan Bahadur does not know the art of keeping a tight hand 
over his purse when honest public demands are made on it. 
Among his public services the following may be considered 
very important:—He maintained a poor house inAhmednagar 
during the famine period and has built a Maternity Ward 
m the Cantonment Hospital in partnership with Messrs. 
K. A. Irani and Haji Ibrahim. The people of Ahmednagar 
very badly wanted a Public Garden and the characteristic 
generosity of Mr. Irani went to their immediate rescue* 
Sarosh Bagh is the name of that pleasant public resort very 
much enjoyed a*d appreciated by the public of Ahmednagar. 
He got the War Memorial also removed to the Public garden 
with the permission of the Authorities. Apart from these 
p ihlic benefactions, he has also been giving much of his time 
and labour for public work. As President of the Nagar Taluka 
Board in 1926, as Chairman of the Standing Committee of 
the City Municipality 1920-30-31 and as Chairman of the 
Sanitary and Building Committee of the Municipality in 
1932, he has done yeoman service to Ahmednagar. He is 
the recipient of Govt. Sannads in appreciation of his 
useful services during the three Censuses. His loyalty to 
the Govt, is unbounded and no one could forget the 
services he rendered in breaking the strikes during the War 
period among the cartrnen.

He has donated a sum of Rs. 30,000 
for building a Girls’ School at Khoram Shai in Persia 
through the Irani Association of Bombay. Also donated 
Rs. 1,000 for Chemistry Department in Gokhale Education 
Society’s High School at Bordi. Rs. 500/- for Bordi Agri¬ 
cultural Association. Rs.500/- fora public Plall in the Bordi 
Fire Temple in the name of his late wife Soonabai. Rs. 
1200/- to the Fire Temple at Bordi. Rs. 2000/- for the repair 
of the Agari at Gholvad. Rs. 500/- for the famine-relief 
fund of Gholvad & Bordi, of which he is the President.

Besides these, he has helped his co-religionists in their dis- 
t7-ess. Homi, Ardeshir Irani, the only son of Mr. Ardeshir 
Irani is a man of great intelligence and determination. 
Born in Bombay in the year 1880, he received his education 
in Bharda New High School. After completing his studies 
he went to Shanghai 30 years back and joined Messrs. 
M. M. B. Afshar A Co., as an expert of Tea and Silk planta¬ 
tion. On account of his father’s ill health he was forced to 
give up the line and return to Bombay where he took 
charge of his father’s flourishing business of Agriculture at 
Gholvad. He married Miss Jaloo Limji Bengali in 1915, 
(two sons, Keki and Rohinton and one daughter Freni). 
Two sons are receiving their education in Nasik Boarding 
School. Mr. Homi is very generous and charitable and is 
much liked by his friends and admirers.

great intelligence and determi¬ 
nation. Born in December 1886, 
he received his education at the 
Sir J.,T. School and afterwards at 
the New High School, Bombay. 
Married Banubai, daughter of 
l^ehram Sarosh Irani of Bombay. 
H e w'as for some time i n the 
Police Department. It has never 
been pleasant to his tempera¬ 
ment to be under shackles of 
official life. He, therefore, joined 
his father in the business of 
musical instruments at Bombay 
which he soon developed into a 
group of concerns he still owns. In the days when there were 
no film producing concerns in India, Khan Bahadur Ardeshir 
Irani was one of the few independent importers of foreign 
films. He was also for some time agent for the Universal 
Film Co.,of U. S. A. who at present trade in India as the 
Universal Pictures Corporation of India. In 1914 he took 
Mr. Abdulali Yusufally as partner, and was one of the 
earliest to own cinema theatres in Bombay and elsewhere. 
Khan Bahadur Ardeshir was one of the first to produce film 
in India and the present Imperial Film Co., was ultimately 
evolved out of his indefatigable efforts and knowledge of 
film craft. His personality and experience are responsible 
for the many outstanding pictures produced by the Imperial. 
In fact the Imperial attained its full stature as an outstand¬ 
ing film producing concern of India when Khan Bahadui* 
Ardeshir Irani produced and released the first full-length 
Indian Talkie. He now has also a controlling interest in 
the Premier Studios of Bombay. Khan Bahadur Ardeshir is a 
heavy contributor to charity through film medium. Impe¬ 
rial’s special films of the Bihar and the Quetta earthquakes 
made by command of H. E. the Viceroy, besides having had 
world-wide distribution, proved the means of contribution 
to H. E. the Viceroy’s Belief Fund to the extent of over 
Bb.

The British Government 
have also marked their appreciation of Sir Mirza Ismail’s 
public services by bestowing on him the titles of O.B.E., in 
January 1928, C.I.E., in June 1924 and Knighthood in 
January 1930.

(Fr. P.T. Geevergis) was the Principal of the M.D. Seminary, 
Kottayam, the foremost educational Institution of the Jaco¬ 
bite Church in Travancore, 1908-1912. He then became 
Professor of Economics and Syriac at the Serampore College 
(University of Calcutta), 1912-1919. In 1919 he left Seram¬ 
pore and founded the Bethany Orphanage, poor Dispensary 
and established the Brotherhood and Sisterhood of thelmita^ 
tion of Christ, which keep the rule of St.Basil. He was 
consecrated Bishop of Bethany with the Episcopal title of 
Mar Ivanios on the 1st May, i925 and was installed Metro^ 
politan of Bethany on 15th February, 1928. His Grace 
along with his Suffragan MarTheophilos, Bishop of Tiruvalla 
made his submission to His Holiness the Pope in September 
1930 and paid his Ad Limina visit to His Holiness the Pope 
in May 1932. His Holiness, by the Apostolic Constitution 
‘‘Christo Pastoruni Principi” dated 11th June 1932, esta¬ 
blished the Ecclesiastical Province of Trivandrum and the 
Hierarchy for the Malankara Syrian Kite, appointed Mar

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Jafri, Khan Bahadur Dr. S. N. A., B.A., LL.D., Bar-at-Law, 
M.R.A.S. (London), Gold Medalist and Life Member of the 

International Historical Society 
of France, comes from a family 
of Allahabad, U.P., which has 
been long known for its high 
traditions of light and learning 
and which produced many 
reputed ulemas. Even today 
several members of this family 
are eminent theologians with 
their followers spread all over 
India. Born and bred under 
such surroundings Dr. Jafri had 
an inherent taste for learning and 
when he was placed under the 
old system of Arabic studies he 
very soon showed marks of brilli¬ 
ance and capacity to grasp. After completing his courses in 
onental studies he was put to English School and by making 
rapid advance from stage to stage, he graduated with distinc¬ 
tion from the Allahabad University in 1906. 

In 1909 he joined the Government service as a TahsiL 
dar and was very soon raised to Deputy Gollectorship and 
worked as Sub-Divisional Officer of various tahsils in the 
United Provinces.

Stephens went to England on long leave he was 
raised to officiating Directorship of the Information 
Bureau in which capacity he is at present working. He 
also went to Quetta in connection with the earthquake 
disaster there and his publicity work in this connection recei¬ 
ved highest approbation both from the public and the 
Government. In May 1935, he was awarded a Silver 
Jubilee Medal in recognition of uniformly brilliant record 
of Government service and the title of Khan Bahadur 
was conferred on him in the Birthday Honours’ list of 
June, 1935.

Concluding he says that 
for the progress of Society there must be, in the first instance, 
a better breeding and in the second instance it requires volun¬ 
tarily standardized population to retain an environment in 
which human potentialities could be realised. Bis work on

1917-1935. Nominated to Karad Municipality 1929. Has 
been an elected Member of the Satara District Local Board 
since it was rtarted in 1925. Was on the School Board, 
Satara District Local Board for 8 years. Was unanimously 
elected President, Satara District Local Board 11th 
December 1933. Has been re-elected as the President of the 
Satara Dist. Local Board for the triennial term from 1-4-1935. 
Had been an Hon. Magistrate but resigned due to his several 
other important activities. Has been the President of the 
Taluka Devlopment Association, Karad for 5 years and Karad 
Village Minsitf for 4 years. Also a member of the Decean 
Divisional Board of Agriculture. Chairman of the Co-opera¬ 
tive Credit Society, Karad and the Chairman of the Land 
Mortgage Bank, Satara District.

Kanga, Sorabjee Pestonjee, is the second son of Ervad 
Pestonjee Bustomjee Kanga by Behmanbai, daughter of 
Dustoor Jamaspjee Eduljee Jamasp Asa, the first High 
Priest of the Parsees in the Deccan. Ervad Pestonjee was 
born and bred up in Navsari (Gujerat) on 12-6-1818. He 
had to leave his native place and to settle in Bombay, as he 
had lost his father at a very early age. At first he commen¬ 
ced to earn his livelihood as aMobed or Parsee priest, as he 
belonged to the Athornan or priestly class. He, however, 
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soon entered a new field as a building contractor, and sub¬ 
sequently became a partner in aParseefirm of railway contrac¬ 
tors. This firm was the first Indian firm to undertake railway 
construction works in India. They completed the first 14 
miles of railway from Kalyan to Thai Ghat in 1855. The firm 
subsequently carried out other railway and building works of 
the total value of a crore of rupees . In all these under¬ 
takings, Pjrvad Pestonjee displayed conspicuous ability, 
activity and courage. He practically obtained the large 
army of labourers required for miles of railway construction 
out in the jungles, he superintended the works, he check¬ 
ed and audited the accounts, and acted as a general business 
manager . In addition to all these onerous duties, he looked 
after several chai'itable institutions. He look a prominent 
part in the establishment of the new Bhagaria Atash Behram 
in Bombay, and himself contributed largely to its funds. 
Ervad Pestonjee received a shawl from the Mobeds of 
Manockjee Seth’sEort Daremaher in token of their regard for 
him as a “revered and zealous member of the Committee.” 
He was further presented with an address and a silver 
tea-set by the Committee of the new Bhagaria Atash 
Behram. Plrvard Pestonjee, after a long and useful career, 
died on 22-12-1901. 

His wife, Behmanbai, w'as born on 6-8-1830, when 
there was very little of female education in India. But, under 
her learned father and her elder brothers’ guidance, she 
w^as given a sound training and acquired a good knowledge 
of the Gujerati, English and Persian Languages. She was 
proficient in accounts, a clever needle-woman, an expert 
in the culinary art, and all round a competent house-keeper. 
She was married to I'lrvad Pestonjee in 1849. She died on 
9-12-1894. Out of her own funds, her husband got certain 
necessary additional works constructed in the Bhagaria 
Atash Behram of Bombay and her brothers in her memory 
dedicated a building valued Bs. 15,000/- and named “Beh¬ 
manbai Building” for use of the Sirdar Dustoor Nosherwan 
Girls’ High School at Poona. By his first deceased wife, 
Hiranbai, who belonged to the Modi family, one of whose 
illustrious scions waas the late Shams-ul-Ulema Sir Jivanjee 
Jamshedjee Modi, a scholar of world-wide reputation, Ervad 
Pestonjee had a son, Bezonjee, born on 3-6-1837, who for 
several years traded in Bombay, but was afterwards ap¬ 
pointed in 1878 as Superintendent of the Customs Depart¬ 
ment, in the service of H. H. the Nizam’s Government. 
He retired from that post on pension and died on 
23-6-1897. Ervad Pestonjee, by his second wife, Behman¬ 
bai, had another son, Dinshaw and two daughters, Perozeba 
and Aimai. 
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Ervad Pestonjee’s second son, Sorabjee Pestonjee 
Kanga (Subject of this sketch) was born on 9-3-1853 in the 
family house of his mother, Behmanbai, in Poona, now 
known as Dustoor Hall. He received his education at the 
Elphinstone Institute and Elphinstone College. He was 
married on 14-3-1864 to Baijee, daughter of Dorabjee 
Shapurjee Vachha, a furniture merchant of Bombay, on 
which occasion the Athornans or the Community of Parsee 
priests of Baherkote in Bombay, presented an address to 
his father with a Shawl. S. P. Kanga was first appointed in 
H. H. the Nizam’s Government service, as a Translator on 
3-8-1878. He was promoted to the rank of Chief Translator 
on 10-10-1885. In 1888, when the office of Press Keporter 
was first created in Hyderabad, Mr. S. P. K. was given 
that appointment. In 1907 S. V. K. was appointed Asstt. 
Finance Secretary. Whilst holding this post, from 1909 for 
about two years, during the life time of His late Highness, 
S. P. K. was ordered to wait, as the King Kothi, once a 
week, upon the eldest Sahibzada Sahib (H. E. H. the pre¬ 
sent Nizam) with files of the Finance Department and to 
explain to him the cases dealt with therein. These files were 
generally on the subject of Jagirs, Inams, Mansabs, Yomias 
and other free grants and charitable allowances. 

S. P. K. retired from the post of 2nd Asst. Finance 
Secretary, after a total service of thirty-five years on 24-2- 
1914. On that date. Sir Reginald Glancy, the then Finance 
Minister, gave an At Home to the members of the Finance 
Department. On that occasion, a Persian poem composed in 
honour of S. P. K. was read out by an officer of the 
Finance Department and a gold w^atch was presented to 
him. Sir R. Glancy said inter alia “Mr. Sorabjee has 
been thirty-five years in service of H. H’s Government and 
served under many distinguished officers, such as Nawab 
Mohsin-ul-Mulk Bahadur, Nawab Emad dung Bahadur and 
Sir Casson Walker, who have expressed their very high 
appreciation of Mr. Sorabjee’s services, to which I should 
like to endorse my personal testimony (cheers). I should 
like to say in addition to the ordinary qualities which go 
to make a good officer, Mr. Sorabjee has sound judgement 
of things and I have always felt that I could safely rely 
upon him. I have not heard a word against Mr. Sorabjee’s 
character or his abilities. This shows that Mr. Sorabjee 
is a man of high character and has endeared himself to 
one and all in the Department. I can only wish^Mr 
Sorabjee many happy years of retirement.” After his 
retirement S. P. Kanga’s services were engaged for a 
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further period of about five years for the compilation of the 
Civil and Military Service Regulations of the Hyderabad 
State, which duty terminated on 4-12-1918, on completion 
of both these works. On this occasion the Accountant 
General, under whom S. P. Kanga had been working, gave 
a Garden Party at his residence, on the evening of 6-12-1918 
at which all the Gazetted Officers of the Accounts Dept, 
and other guests were invited. He made a speech compli¬ 
menting S. P. Kanga for the work he had performed. S. P. 
Kanga m 1881 composed an English Ode in honour of His 
lat 3 Highness’ installation. This Ode printed on illuminated 
parchment and enclosed in a silver casket, was graciously 
accepted by His late Highness. In 1912 he published “The 
Talatumi Iran” which was a translation in Urdu of Shake- 
spear’s Macbeth, and which was dedicated to the sacred me¬ 
mory of his mother.

Kanga, Dr. Miss Khurshedbai Sorabjee, L.K.C.P. & S. (Pdin.) 
L.F.P.S., (Glasgow), Superintendent, Victoria Zenana 
Hospital, Hyderabad Deccan, Born on 23rd November 1881. 
After passing the Matric, she joined the Medical School in 
Hyderabad Dn. She passed the hnal examination in Medi¬ 
cine and Surgery in 1905. After passing this examination 
her father sent her to Edinburgh, where she obtained the 
Triple Qualifications in 1906. She afterwards attended the 
Lying in Hospital at Dublin, where she personally conducted 
several cases of labour, worked at the Koyal Eye Hospital, 
assisted at various obsteric operations at Queen Charlotte’s 
Lying in Hospital, and passed sometime in gaining practical 
knowledge and experience of Surgical and Gynoecological 
work at the New Hospital for women in Tiondon. On 
her return to Hyderabad, she was first appointed in H.E.H. 
the Nizam’s Government service on 21st January 1908, as 
Officiating Civil Surgeon at the Aliabad Dispensary. On 
i8th January 1909 she was posted temporarily as a House 
Surgeon at the Victoria Zenana Hospital where she was 
made permanent on 6th July 1909. On 6th August 1909 in 
His late Highness’ time, she was ordered to attend at H.H’s 
Palace as a Lady Doctor, in addition to her duties at the 
V.Z.H. This duty she performed till the lamented death 
of His late Highness on 29th August 1911.

The Kurutkotis are great land¬ 
lords enjoying a wide reputation for the sane use of all kinds 
of revenue, and judicial powers that are entrusted to them as 
the officers of Kurutkoti, a village in Dharwar District. Just 
after liis thread ceremony at the age of 8, he came in contact 
with Ilis Holiness Shree Shankaracharya of Shringeri Math, 
the oldest and the famous Math in Southern India (High 
Priest for Hindus) who stayed in his (KurutkotTs) house for 
Chaturinasa and who was struck by tlie precocious intellect 
and enthusiasm for religion of the boy, encouraged the boy, 
Kurutkoti in his religious studies. Learnt Pranayama and 
other Yogic practices from Air. Kulkarni, a teacher in A. V. 
School at (ladag. While studying in matric class at (lovern- 
merit High School, Dharwar, he learnt tlie news of the 
t riumph of Swami Vivekanand in Chicago. He read with 
great zest and eagerness, all account of the triumph, the 
brilliant famous speech, delivered by Vivekananda and settled 
the goal of his life. He determined to devote his life to the 
study of the Vedic leligion and Philosophy and spread the 
Vedic religion all over the world. He wrote a letter to his 
father which is expressive of all his innermost feelings of the 
time. “Peligion and Philosophy are the most neglected of 
tlie subjects of study. The common people who have to 
struggle hard for maintenance cannot afford to study them. 
People born in rich and opulent conditions are freed by God 
from all these worries and struggles for existence in life with 
the express desire that they should pursue the study of reli¬ 
gion and spread it among the people for their good. That 
should be their goal, the mission of their life.” He went to 
thilcutta and Benares for further studies in Sanskrit. But 
inspite of his deep studies and wide and extensive reading of 
Sanskrit and English Beligious literature, he i*emained dis- 
sfitisfied. His thirst for spiritual expei'ience. could not be 
<iuenched by any amount of study and discourse. He sought 
tlie com[)anv of various saints and sages and c*ould find the 
i e(|uired satisfaction of the soul in the l)lessed company of 
Sliree Gondavalekar Maharaj. It was as the result of his 
great [)enance and i*eal devotion to God and liis Master that 
luirutkoti was widely known as Mahabhagawat, a great 
devotee of God and is even now known in Karnatak only by 
that name. After the death of spiritual Master, the spread 
of Phil osophy and religion became his life-mission. Took 
a prominent part in starting the Bhandarkar Oriental 
Research Institute, Poona, the Besearch Institute of Philo¬ 
sophy at Amalner, the Sanskrit Academy of India at Banga- 
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lore under the auspices of which he edited and published an 
Anglo-Sanskrit quarterly, patronized by H. H. the Maharaja 
of Mysore. Travelled all over India and was the first man 
to persuade the various Universities to create degrees in 
Oriental languages. Also substantially helped Pundit 
Malaviya in securing funds in Southern India for the Benares 
Hindu University. Appointed a Member, ‘Moral Education 
Consultative Committee and an Examiner at M.A., for 
Zala Vedanta Prize Examination. His lectures'on the fiita 
were accepted by the Oriental University, Washington, as 
a thesis for the Ph.D. degree, which was conferred upon 
him. 

His zeal and enthusiasm for vedic religion and the dis¬ 
interested work he had done for the cause of religion were 
greatly appreciated by the late H. H. the Maharaja of Kolha¬ 
pur who requested him to accept the most responsible post 
of Shree Jagadguru Shankaracharya of Karwecr Peeth, 1917. 
“His outlook on life being very comprehensive and his 
sympathies for all religions being warm, it was for the first 
time in the history of India, as the editor of the “Times of 
India** puts it, that Lord Bishop of Bombay came to Kolha¬ 
pur to have an interview with His Holiness Shree Shankaia- 
charyaof Karweer Peeth, who seemed to lepresent a har- 
monius combination of the best in the East and the West. 
Started Shankaracharya Seminary at the Fergusson College 
and the Indian Philosophical Association which published 
the Indian Philosophical Review under the joint editorship 
of Profs. R. D. Ranade and A. G. Widgery. Presided over 
the Hindu Conference at Allahabad in 1918 when 25,000 
people attended and all the great leaders, Malaviya, Nehru, 
Sapru, Maharaja of Kashimbazaar and Shankaracharyas of 
Jagannath and Dwaraka Peeths were present and the con¬ 
ference decided to start the Hindu Mahasabha. Also presided 
over a Home Rule League Meeting at Allahabad. There were* 
frequent coflicts of interests and opinions between H. H. the 
Maharaja of Kolhapur and His Holiness. The Maharaja 
maintained that the church (Math) should be subordinate to 
the state while His Holiness insisted on their absolute inde¬ 
pendence of each other, as both of them were equally helpful 
to each other and to society at large. This difference of 
opinion on the basic principles led to further clashes and in 
order to avoid further disagreements His Holiness left Kolha¬ 
pur to work at an independent place and chose Nasik as his 
headquarters. Toured India and delivered lectures in Vedic 
Philosophy, Religion and culture and brought about a com¬ 
plete revolution in the religious ideas of the people by re- 
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tidmitting the converts to the Hindufold. He actively 
sympathized with all kinds of social refoims, supported l)\ 
religion, such as the uplift of the suppressed classes, which 
were not taken up by the Sanatanists and h.ad been ex¬ 
clusively worked out by the Aryasaiuajists. His encouraged 
free discussions on all problems affecting religion and eve n 
admitted the Westerners, like Miss Nancy Miller to 
Hinduism. Convened the All Faiths Conference at Naisk in 
1933 whose importance has been recognized by the organizers 
of the World Fellowship of Faiths.

His father Bapubhai Jadliavrai, f>ar-at-law, wffio 
was a (bth class) Talukdar of Kuba with Civil and criminal 
powers, served as Chief Judge at Junagad and Jamnagar. 
Papubhai, the 3rd descendant of Vrijdas was born in Gondal 
in 1858 and was educated at Ilajkot. To his great misfortune 
lie had to face many calamities by loss of property and death 
of many of his family members. He was forced to accept 
a job in the Judicial department in Baroda for ^sorne time. 
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In 1881) he got H.H. the Maharaja Gaekwar’s permission and 
made arrangements with the Junagad Government to go to 
England for higher education. He returned to India and was 
a practicing lawyer at Ahmedabad. He also held various 
appointments. He was reputed to be generous-hearted and 
a great friend of the poor. 

Kao Bahadur Majmundar received his primary education 
for two years at the hands of Shri Arbindo Ghosh. Passed 
Matric 1903; L. M. S. 1908; Obtained the Jamshedjee 
Jeejeebboy Gold Medal in Medical Jurisprudence. He joined 
Government Service as an Asstt. Surgeon, Scott Hospital, 
Palanpur 1910; Medical Officer in charge Tharparkar District 
(Mirpurkhas) 1910-1914: House Surgeon, Civil Hospital, 
Kar ach i 1911 -1916. 

Was also in charge of Shikarpur, Bulsar and Kapadvanj 
Dispensaries. Acted as Civil Surgeon at Karachi, Nasik, 
Larkana (for 3 years), Godhra (Panchmahals), Kaira and 
Jalgaon (since 1984). Promoted to Bombay Medical Service 
(Class 1) 193‘2, At Shikarpur, he was instrumental in having 
a temporary hospital with 75 beds erected with the help of 
Seth Hiranand Mendha’s finance and Mr. Murlidhar Panjabi’s 
active collaboration. In connection with the plague epidemic 
in 1917, he was decorated with a gold medal inscribed 
“Services Sweet’’ which was presented to him by the Col¬ 
lector of Sukkar at a public meeting; also received a gold 
watch and a chain besides a purse of Kupees 2,000 in re¬ 
cognition of Ins splendid services during the plague epidemic. 
In connection with very heavy and risky duties during the 
Cholera epidemic at Larkana in 1929, His Excellency Sir 
fjeslie Wilson in a Durbar Speech at Sukkar paid a great 
tribute to Kao Bahadur for “his loyal and devoted services.’’ 
The Municipalities of Mirpurkhas, Kapadvanj, Larkhana, 
where Kao Bahadur Majmundar was a nominated Councillor 
have recorded their appreciation of his services, under arduous 
and difficult conditions. At Karachi, where he served as a 
Civil Sui’geon for a short period, (1915-16) he was very 
popular and the Local Anglo-Indian Paper ‘‘Daily Gazette” 
referring to him says, “He has achieved in Karachi an 
enviable reputation as a careful and skilful Surgeon, and his 
energy and painstaking and unassuming manner have 
gained him many friends amongst the European and Indian 
Communities”. 

He was elected a fellow of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, Bombay in 1927.

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inconvenience and hardship, which he overcame with grit 
and courage so characteristic of him, but there was no 
rapid progress in the line. 

The life of Mr. Nakra, the Junior, is exemplary in 
proving to the hilt that failure for any reason in scholastic 
career can be no hindrance to the accomplishment of great 
objects for the makeu{) of agood and successful life.

Gifted at once with strong cornmonsense, foresight, 
perseverance, and business taknts in an ample measure, he 
piloted the concern through its narrow channels in troubled 
waters into the vast expanse of many commercial activities, 
and on the 1st of .January 1896 he started a Wine, Provision 
and General Stores at Singareni Collieries in the name and 
style of “ B. E. Nakra Son.” Later in J906 ''Bhikaji 
Dadabhai Co.” was started at Singareni Collieries in 
partnership with one Mr. Dadabhai E. Italia, who, like Mr. 
Nakra, the Senior, was one of the earliest settlers at Singa¬ 
reni Collieries, the Senior partner being Mr. Nakra. The 
magnitude and extent of the business of this Company can 
he realised from the fact that they developed business exten¬ 
ding to Warangal, Nalgonda, Nizamahad, Bidai-, Baicliur, 
Karimnagar,and Kophal Districts,and thereby paying annually 
Bs. 25 Lacs by way of Ahkari revenue only to hi. E. H. J'he 
Nizam’s Government. Besides this the Conijiany owns 
several Cotton Ginning, Dice, Press Factories and Oil Mills 
at Warangal, Khammamett, Peddapalli and Nizamahad. 
They also deal in cotton and oil seeds on a large scale. In 
1934 Mr. F]diilji started his own concern “The Elite Wine 
iC General Stores ” at Secunderabad which is largely patroni¬ 
sed by European customers. 

Although, according to popular notions success in busi¬ 
ness is considered to be mainly dependant on evasive strategy 
and unscrupulous duplicity Mr. Nakra, the Junior, has never 
allowed his character to be besmirched by any expedient of 
a questionable nature. Always actuated by a clear conscience 
he has made integrity and honesty, even in business, the 
watchword of all his transactions.

Born on 18th June 1868 at Bombay, he was educated at St. 
Xavier's High School, and Fort High School, Bombay. 
Created J. P. in 1908. He has been a Councillor of the 
Matheran Municipality since 1909, and its elected first 
non-official President since 1934. 

Mr. Sorabji first joined the well-known firm of Messrs. 
RitchieStewart Co.in 1888, and after amalgamation in 1903 
with Messrs. Forbes Forbes, Campbell & Co., Ltd., and on 
his father’s retirement in 1895 became Head Salesman, and 
later office superintendent. By completing 38 years personal 
service, and 100 years continuous family service in the firm, 
Mr. Sorabji has created a record which, it is doubted, can 
be equalled anywhere in India. His branch of the Panday 
family has been called the “Piece-Goods” Family. In 1907, 
he visited Manchester accompanied by his wife. An address 
was presented to Mr. Sorabji by Mr. E. J. Bunbury on behalf 
of Messrs. P^orbes, Forbes, Campbell & Co., Ltd., on the 
occasion of his retirement from the firm on the 11th Decem¬ 
ber 1926. 

Mr. Sorabji L. Panday, one of the oldest and most 
popular residents of Matheran has, for more thun a quarter 
of a century, spared neither time nor money for the welfare 
and advancement of the Hill Station and has been one of the 
most prominent figures on the health resort, labouring 
coritiruiously for the happiness, comfort and convenience of 
thousands of men, women and children, who flock to the 
” D.iisy of the Hills ” for rest and recuperation. The 
Furdoonji Panday Children’s Play-ground on Victoria Road 
at Matheran owes its existence to his philanthioj)y. On 
the Rugby Park, Mr. Panday erected at his own cost in 1923, 
a fine marble bust of the late Mr. Hugh P. Malet, who 
discovered the Hill and brought it into prominence. It was 
on Mr. Sorabji’s initiative and at his expense that a picture¬ 
sque point, appealing specially to the newly married couples, 
has been brought into existence and appropriately named 
“The Honeymoon Point,” which has become vastly popular. 
In loving memory of his late beloved wife, Bai Sirinbai, who 
died at Matheran in November 1925, he has erected a nice 
picnic place at Rambag, which has become a favourite resort 
of all picnic goers. As a mark of greatful recognition 
of his great services to the Hill Station, the lease-holders 
and visitors of Matheran have commemorated the memory

April 1920 
with Miss Sharada, daughter of Hon. B.B.V.B. Pandit M.A. 
TjIj.M., Bar-at-Law, Nagpur. His fatlier, late Raj Guru 
Hareshwai' Mahadev Pandit, J.P., Honourary Presidency 
Magistrate, Bombay, was born on 28th. March, 1863 at 
Bassein in a very poor family and left the shelter of his 
parents at the age of 10, when he had hardly received primary 
education. Came to Bombay and found it difficult even to 
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earn his daily bread- Passed through terrible ordeal and 
then took to the learning of Vedas. Within some years, he 
acquired great abiliy in religious scriptures. Thereafter also 
worked as turban maker and musician in theatrical com¬ 
panies and served as an actor in theatre, but found none of 
them congenial to his temperament and then took to the 
learning of Astrology and Palmistry under his Gmu, a 
Ih’ahmachari A Sanyasi. At the age of ‘20, he acquired great 
fame as an astrologer and started his inde[)endent c areer, 
predicted startling events for great personages of India and 
hhirope and was made Itaj Guru by late Jamsaheb for pre¬ 
dicting the exact day of his succession 10 years before, when 
he had ])ractically no chance to succeed to the throne. The 
Maharajas of Jamnagar, Bansda, Morvi, Gwalior and other 
states appointed him their Kxj Guru (A Spiritual, JVmporal 
and Moral Preceptoj* and Head of the Ivuling House and 
State) He was also a prominent figure in the Ivuling Houses 
and states of Hyderabad, Kajkot, Kashmir, Jodhpui-, Kapur- 
thahi, Bikaner, Ti impnr, Indore, Gwalior and seveial other 
stati s. hlminent and great j^ersons like PLJP Lord Willing- 
don, Sir Leslie Wilson, Lord Jjamington and grea-t men in 
hbir )|)e and America including the Uoyalties of Italy and 
Spain had great faith in him. He was ver\' l)enevc)lent 
and received hundreds of clients daily whom lie never 
charged anything. His name was very pojmlar in every 
Parsee house. He was made J.L. and Honorary Ih’esidcricy 
Magistrate by Government in 1908. He ^vas an authority 
on Indian Astrology, Hindu Scriptures and Dharma Shastras 
and a Palmist of world-wide repute. There is no example in 
India of a self-made man like him wlio in this profession, in 
S})ite of his genei’osity, ammassed a huge loitune andlvecame 
a wealthy and leading landlord of iM)m])ay. His son, Baj 
Guru llamkrishna Hareshwar Pandit B.A., IjL.B.- Advocate, 
like his father has attained fame in the same profession at a 
very young age and is the Baj Guru of Jamnagar and sevei-al 
Ollier states.

Pathan, Shamsulhaque Faizulhaque, Merchant and Ijandlord 
and President of the Nipani Municipality, (1935), was born on 
12th November 1909 in a very respectable Pathan family of 
Nipani. At the time of his birth the family was not very rich. 
It had enough to live upon. It was not in any sense a poor 
family. The family is at present worth some lakhs of liupees. 
This is the earning of Mr. Shamsulhaque’s uncle tind father 
in the course of a decade and a half from tobacco trade in 
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which fortune readily favoured them. Since this accumula¬ 
tion of wealth, the family has been in a very flourishing state. 
As for Mr. Shamsulhaque, the subject of this sketch, he has 
had no difficulties in early life to contend against. His uncle 
the late Mr. Faiz Mohamed was a member of the Nipani 
Municipality and became its President in 1928. He was an 
active and disinterested worker and was anxious to bring 
about a number of improvements in Municipal administra¬ 
tion. The opportunity for it presented itself when he was 
made President in 1928, but his sudden death hardly after 
six months of his being made President prevented his plans 
being carried out. The late Mr. Faiz Mahomed was so 
popular with the members that, in return for the services he 
rendered to the Municipality they induced his nephew Mr. 
Shamsulhaque who was hardly twenty years of age at that 
time to stand for election in place of his uncle. He was 
elected and was immediately made Vice-President. 
Mr. Shamsulhaque proved himself a great success as Vice- 
President, though he had not any high educational quali¬ 
fications to boast of. He was elected President in 1930 as a 
result of his good and efficient work as Vice-President. There 
was a fresh election in 1931 and that time also he was un¬ 
animously elected President again. Since then he has been 
President of the Municipality and has done and is doing very 
good work for that body. 

He is now the leader of the Mahomedans in Nipani and 
is very popular and influential and he has spared no pains 
in improving the financial position of the Municipality. The 
present sanitary conditions of Nipani Town is mainly due 
to his endeavours. He is now engaged in doing all that he 
can to make Nipani into a City Municipality and there is 
no reason considering the vast improvments that have been 
already effected in respect of its financial position why he 
should not succeed. He has now in hand two big schemes— 
the Nipani Town Extension and Water Works—and he is 
rapidly progressing with them. He gives his best attention 
towards the improvement of the Nipani High School in 
different ways, and he has never lagged behind in giving 
substantial donations for the furtherance of various public 
Institutions. He is a loyal subject of the British Government 
and has always readily co-operated with the Government in 
stemming the tide of Non-co-operation in Nipani. His 
various acts of loyalty have always received the recognition 
of the authorities concerned and his being appointed 2nd 
Class Hon. Bench Magistrate is sufficient proof of it. It is 
certainly rare iri the history of local—self-government that a 
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young man of his age should succeed so well in conducting 
the administration of an important Municipality likeNipani— 
and that also without any high educational qualifications. 
Mr. S. F. Pathan is popular with the general public as well 
as with the Government officials—and this is another rare 
achievement. It is not all that can be popular with either 
party. It requires considerable tact and shrewdness—and 
these two arrows to his bow Mr. Pathan has always got it 
in his quiver. Honours have not yet begin to fall thick on 
him, but no doubt they are coming.

Raste, Sardar Madhavrao Anandrao, First Class Sardar of 
the Deccan, comes of a family with a good deal of ancient 
greatness behind it. As regards his family history and the 
achievements of his forefathers in the history of the Maha¬ 
rashtra, one could write volumes. We will only give a 
summary in these pages. The founder of the family was the 
famous Baste, one of the Chief Sardars of the Mahai'atta 
confederacy during the time of the Peshwas. “Bastes” were 
originally bankers in the halcyon days of the Bijapur 
Kingdom to which place they migrated from Welenashar in 
Batnagiri District and they were known as “Gokhalcs”. They 
came and settled down in Satara during the days of Shahu 
Chatrapati Maharaj and the name “Baste” was an honorific 
title bestowed on them by the Maharata Baj in recognition 
of their u[)riglitness and honesty in their business dealings. 
One of the ancestors of the Sardar was a Cavalry Commander 
and had shown great valour and another was deputed on 
Ambassadorial work to Tippu on behalf of the Peshwas. 
They had also formed martial relations with the Peshwas. 
The mother of Madhavrao Peshwa, Gopikabai, belonged to 
the 1 taste family. The Baste family have built a number 
of temples at Wai and have also endowed them. A good 
portion of the family income goes for the Devasthanams and 
other religious and charitable Institutions. 

Shrimant Madhavrao Baste, the present Sardar was born 
on 15th February 1896 and is just in the prime of his life, 
he is a personality to be counted within Western India. By 
birth he has got an aristocratic position in Society. He has 
hereditary weaUh at his disposal to maintain and keep up 
Ids position in life and he has also that innate knowledge 
of men and things (and this comes only out of natural 
cornmonsense) which enables him to make use of his wealth 
in a discriminate way. The education he has received in the 
Sardar School, Kolhapur, has stood him in good stead in that 
he has secured an all-round knowledge. He is a good hand 
at (Jhess, has a great liking for farming, and has a good and 
practical knowledge of Poultry and Gardening. He has also 
a fair knowledge of Photography. With such a varied and

Proprietor of a very old establish¬ 
ed Pedhi (firm)known as Sheth 
Jhaverchand Luxmichand 250 
years ago, during the period of 
Babi dynasty before the Gaekw^ar 
rule . Sheth Chimanlal got his 
education in Ahmedabad and as 
a scholar he was awarded with a 
gold medal from the Government 
High School (now known as K.C. 
High School) in 1899. Leaving 
his studies he diverted his atten¬ 
tion to the Mill Industry in 
Ahmedabad which wasthen in its infancy, with the result that 
he took over the Baroda State Mill now known as the Baroda 
Spinning and Weaving Co., Ltd. Sheth Chimanlal is the 
recipient of two meritorial titles of ‘Rajratna’ and ‘Rajmitra’ 
conferred upon him by His Highness the Maharaja Gaekwar 
of Baroda in 1908 and 1932 respectively in appreciation of 
his continuous and sincere efforts in the welfare of the Com¬ 
merce and Industry in the Baroda State.

The 
History of the Canara Tank Ltd., is a record of well directed 
indigenous effort. The founder of the Bank was the late 
Ammembal Subraya Pai, whose name was a household word 
in the District of South Canara for his high and selfless- 
character. 

At the time the Canara Bank was started in Mangalore 
in 1906 the only other bank doing business in that important 
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port and trading centre was the late Bank of Madras which 
naturally took advantage of the monopoly of banking business 
that it had in that locality. Commencing with a capital of 
Bs. 54,000/- and deposits of Es. 20,000/- in 190i; the Canara 
J3ank has now paid up capital of Rs. 3,30,000/- Reserves 
amounting to Rs. 4,50,000/- while total resources amount to 
about three quarters of a crore. 

During the second decade of its existence, branches of 
the bank were opened at various places in the district while 
later branches were opened at important trade centres of the 
West Coast, like Cochin, Alleppey, Calicut and Bombay. 
Branches were also opened at centres in the Mysore Province 
and at Hubli in British Karnatak. 

Two main principles may be said to have largely contri¬ 
buted to the success of the bank. First, the principle of 
“Festina Lente” (hasten slowly); secondly, the selfsacrifising 
spirit shown by the staff, inspired by the example of the 
founder.

right hand. He died at the age of 110, being the oldest 
surviving Mohammedan leader of Ahmednagar and as a 
special case, he was allowed to be buried in his own mosque 
in the heart of the city of Ahmednagar. After completion 
of his education, Syed Haji Ibrahim joined his father’s 
business. Most of the important military buildings in the 
station are built under his supervision. He helped the 
Government during the Great War by constructing the 
Anandi, the Arangaon War Camps and also the German 
Prisoners of War Camp at Ahmednagar.

rang. Young Shivaram soon got himself trained as excellent 
Goldsmith. His ambition did not rest there and he started 
luisinessas Jewellers in partnership with Messrs. Kukadeand 
Patil who found him very useful and intelligent. Since he 
was not given a due shai'e, he left Messrs Kukade and Patil 
and joined Hilwantrao Karmarkar. The business soon pros¬ 
pered and on the death of Halwantrao, the business was 
solely conducted by Shivaram for some time. He then joined 
the firm of Kalyanchand Subakchand (leading Bankers and 
Ih’okers in Jewellery) and went as their Agent to Perisato buy 
Pearls. Thus Shivaram Uplekar earned a name in the trade 
and this brought him to the notice of the late Shahu 
Maharaj of Kolhapur who introduced him to all the Maha¬ 
rajahs, Rajahs and Chiefs (including the Nizam of Hydera¬ 
bad and the Maharajah of Mysore) with all of them he was 
able to do extensive and satisfactory business.

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Viccajee, Naofozjee Bapujee, Landlord and Proprietor Vicca- 
jee’s Hotel, Hyderabad Deccan. Born on 80th December 

1869 at Hyderabad 
Deccan. Educated at 
Hyderabad and Proprie* 
tory H i gh School,Bombay. 
Married with Miss 
Buttonbai daughter of 
Burjorjee Patel ofBaroda. 
(two sons and three dau¬ 
ghters ). His father late 
Bapujee was a Talukdar 
and acted as Customs 
Commissioner in H.E.H. 
The Nizam’s Government 
when the post was first 
created. Bapujee establi¬ 
shed Gusto m Nakas 
throughout the Nizam 
State. Late Bapujee died 
at Hyderabad Deccan in 
1878 leaving 5 sons, Nao- 
rozjee being the youngest 
and' the only surviving 
son. After education IMr.NaorozjeeVntereJ business in 1808. 
First he dealt in Bangoon Teak wood l^hirniture and Shaha- 
bad stones. He was the first to introduce Bhahabad stones 
in Bombay where he had a conti-act of paving the Cumballa 
Hill Sanatorium. In 1916 he sta.Hed the well known 
'Viccajee Hotel” at Hyderabad Deccan in Pestonjee’s Kothi 
(now called ATohshin-ul-Mulk Kothi) in Sultan Bazar in 
1924. They are caterers by special^appointment by H.E.H, 
The Nizam.' 

The Viccajee family ^which is well known for their 
commercial enterprise, industry, integrity, "benevolence and 
public spirit, originally came from the small sea port town 
of Tarapur in Thana District. In the beginning of 18th 
century it was represented by brothers, Viccajee Meherjee 
and Pestonjee Meherjee, of whom the eldest and most 
enterprising was Viccajee. For several generations, the 
chief occupation of the family was agriculture. Later they 
began by farming revenues of a small rnahar named Aseri in 
Bassein District under the Government of Peshwas. In 
course of time when the late East India Co. succeeded the 
Peshwas of Poona, they were appointed farmers of the land 
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and Sea Customs of Nothern Konkan. In 1836 they were 
the sole farmers of the Customs of Northern and Southern 

Konkan and also of land 
Customs of Djstiicts of 
Poona, Sholapur, Ahrned- 
nagar and a part of Khan- 
desh. Thei r management 
of these provinces was 
remarkable on one hand, 
for the magnitude of its 
area and vastness of its 
resources and on tlie other 
liand, for a vigorous and 
well organised system in 
tiie administration of its 
details. The result of 
this policy on Viccajee/s 
pai't was tliat the state 
revenues of the Provinces 
within 7 years, that had 
been adminslered by luin 
was more than doubled. 

Hynclironously with 
tlieir odicial connection 
na.t(' :\rr. Bui)u.ioo viccajoc witli the State they also 

directed their energies to commercial business. At tlie 
highest period of their prosperity in tiade (1835-45) they 
had their head office in Bombay witli branch firms and 
correspondent lionses in every important town of the Bombay 
Presideney and also in Calcutta. Singapoie and China. In 
1825-26 they imported the first batch, that ever reached 
Bombay, of Berar Cotton, in five-liundred liullock loads as 
an experiment, and this day suhscfjuentl}’ followed by nume¬ 
rous other efforts in the direction. They were the first to 
create cotton screws and presses at Khamgam and in neigh¬ 
bouring cotton districts. They made various cart rondsover 
the Ghats between Berar and Western coast and built 
bridges over streams and rivers for the speedy transit of 
merchandise between Deccan and Bombay. In a word they 
were the pioneers of Cotton Trade between Nizam's Domini¬ 
ons and the Iffimbay Presidency, the value of which can be 
estimated in croi’es of rupees. 

In 1830 they were specially invited by the Nizam's 
Minister, Eaja Chandulal, to open banking firms in*hi.p terri¬ 
tories, and in this line of business, they displayed such 
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energy and tact that within a year or two of their connec¬ 
tion with the Nizam's Government, the firm of Pestonjee 
Viccajee of Hyderabad became its principal banking house 
lending to the Government for State purposes, including the 
expenditures on Military Forces, several lakhs of rupees 
every year. 

From 1835-1845 their direct advances to the State 
amounted to the gigantic sum of one crore and eight iakhs 
of rupees, out of which no less than 83 lakhs 
were handed over to the East India Company for defraying 
the expenses of the “Contingent Troops” which the Nizam 
under the treaty was bound to provide the means of sup¬ 
porting. For the liquidation of these advances the Nizam 
entered into a scheme or arrangement by which he mortga¬ 
ged to them the revenues of the valley of the Berars, 
together with the province of Aurangabad which amounted

to about 23 lakhs of rupees a year and actually placed them 
with the coi^nizance and approval of the British Eesident at 
Hyderabad, in charge of Balapiir, Akola, Mekar, Parbani and 
ot ler districts. They were also allowed to retain in their 
service a small armed force, and it is said that Nizam 
received from them, as from his other vassal chiefs, the 
usual leuditory homage of Nazarana. The state mint at 
Aurangabad was also entrusted to their charge and since the 
advent of the Parsees into the country there has perhaps 
been no other family that was permitted by the state to 
have its own initials or marks engraved on the National coin. 
A silver coin was struck probably at Aurangabad Mint, bearing

the initial letters of Viccajee’s younger brother, Pestonjee 
Meherjee and widely known after him as the Pestonshahi 
coin of the Nizam's Government. In 1845 Eaja Chandiilal 
retired from office and with that event began the slow 
decline which ultimately resulted in the bankruptcy of the 
family and the firm. The new minister proposed a settle¬ 
ment of the claims of Viccajee Meherjee which amounted at 
that time to 37 lakhs on the basis of payment at the rate of 
five annas less in a rupee. This proposal not being accepted, 
the Diwan Raja Ram Bux ordered the family to relinquish 
and restore all the assigned taluks held by them. Their 
appeals to the Nizam, Government of India and ultimately 
to the late court of Directors were of no avail and the firm 
which had already suspended payments, went to pieces and 
the principals were reduced to such dire straits, that they 
had to sell out all the houses and landed property they 
possessed and retired into private life. Their descendants 
are still residing in Hyderabad, Secunderabad and Bombay. 
The only relics of this adventurous firms past greatness 
and glory are the Pestonji Kothi, a palatial pile now occu¬ 
pied by hotel whose proprietor is a scion of the Pestonji 
family and a picturesque mansion now owned by the Raja 
Pratap Girji.

«ubjects have won for him distinction as an Avestic scholar 
and theologian of remarkable originality of thought and 
profundity of learning. He has made three lecturing tours 
all over India, Europe and America and has given numerous 
lectures and sermons in English and Gujerati before cos¬ 
mopolitan audiences on important cosmojiolitan subjects 
under the chairmanship of Governors, High Court Judges, 
Commissioners, Collectors and leading Parsis. He was 
the first head Priest of the Parsis w’ho went to Pjurope 
and America.

Shrimant 
Anandibai Saheb who showed a great fortitude in her sad 
bereavement and exhibited a rare skill and ability in manag¬ 
ing the vast estates of the family has a large circle of her 
appreciators. She adopted Shri Ramchandrarao Gangadharrao 
who is the heir of the family. She spends most of her time 
in religious deeds. She has donated l^s. 11,000/- for higher 
education in memory 'of her late husband. She has also 
built a temple of Shri Bam at Savda, one Dharmasliala and a 
})ublic well and several charities. 

Her husband Sardar Gangadharrao alias Annasaiieh was 
created II Class Sardar in Deccan in 1909, the first Sardar 
m Khandesh. Proposal about his promotion to the first Class 
Sardarship had probably reached Government for favourable 
consideration just before his death. He exercised the powers 
of Second Class Magistrate; was village Munsiff under the 
Deccan Agriculturists Belief Act and was president of Local 
Municipality for several years; sat possibly on almost all 
bodies of the Local Self Government. He was honoured by 
the title Dhairyodarya Chudaman by His Holiness Shri 
Shankaracharya. He was also Dharmadhikari in religious 
affairs. He was granted a certificate of merit at the time of His 
Majesty’s coronation in 1911 for his appreciative work in 
Local Self Government. 

The Gambhirrao Deshmukhs belong to a distinguished 
family, founded 650 years ago by Gurudas, son of Arjun Naik. 
Endowed with administrative capacities of a high order 
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Gurudas was a favourite of the Emperor Mubarik, who con- 
ferred upon him the Deshmukhi and Deshpandeship of 
Asirgath, Savda, Mangrod, Varangaon and Dangri Paraganas^ 
in Khandesh and Nimar. He was succeeded by his son 
Gongoji, who took a leading part in establishing peace 
between the Bhils and the Pendaris and supplied provisions- 
to the Emperor’s troops and for these services the hereditary 
Jamadari and Sirkangoship of 123 villages in Khandesh and 
the title of Gambhirrao was conferred upon him by the 
Emperor Alla-ud-din together with all the honours of a 
Sardar. Keshavrao Gambhirrao the grandfather of the late 
Sardar Gangadharrao, gave every assistance to the British 
Government in the introduction of Surveys and Settlements^ 
in his district and also in introducing reforms and improve¬ 
ments in various other directions.

Karale, Rao Saheb Chanbasappa Malappa, Landlord and 
Merchant, and ex-President, Chickodi Taluka Local Board, 
Eksambe, Taluka Chickodi, Dist. Belgaum. Born in 1886. 
Primary education at Eksambe. (two sons—one Malappa 
adopted to his late younger brother Satappaand second Bhal- 
chandra). For the last 100 years, the family has settled down 
at Eksambe. His father, Malappa Satvirappa Anna who was 
a landlord and banker died when Raosaheb was only seven 
years of age. The Raosaheb was then brought up and bred 
by his maternal uncle Raosaheb R. C. Halappanavar of 
Sadalge. In 1915. C. M. Karale entered public life. Was 
a Member, Chickodi Taluka Local Board for 15 years; Presi- 
dent, Taluka Local Board for 12 years till its abolition; a 
Member, District Local Board and District School Board 
for the last 10 years; Chairman, Sanitary Committee,

A great Shikari, Mr. Appasaheb had a 
tough fight with a tiger in 1934 in a jungle near Shendur and 
as a result of the remarkable pluck he showed even when 
badly mauled by the brute, the tiger, worsted in the fight, 
bolted in the jungle and fell dead. 

From the earliest records it is revealed that one Sida- 
gaunda Paravgaunda Desai acquired Nipani and other 
Desgats from the Badshahas of Bijapur. Sidagaunda’s. 
great-grandson Sidhojirao called Appasaheb was born in 1774. 
In 1800 the Desai of Nipani, Shidojirao Nimbalkar commonly 
called Appasaheb was engaged, under Sinaia’s directions, in 
a series of forays into the Miraj country and in the siege of 
Nerli Fort, between Sankeshwar and Hukeri. In the same 
year the Nipani Desai’s and Sindia’s troops took over, 
nominally on behalf of Kolhapur, the Districts of Chickodi 
and Manoli which the Peshwa was obliged by Sindia to cede^ 
In 1801, War with Holkar called Sindia to the North and 
the Nipani Desai got possession of Manoli and part of 
Chikodi. In 1802, Sidojirao Nimbalkar with 300 horse and 
400 foot was one of the 7 Karnatak Chiefs whose rival 
claims were ruining the Belgaum District. In 1802 and 1803 
the Nipani Chief with 300 horse and 100 infantry accom¬ 
panied General Wellesley in his march from Srirangpatam 
to Poona to reinstate Bajirao as Peshwa. In reward for his 
loyalty in joining the cause of Peshwa, General Wellesley 
gave the Nipani Chief a certificate of merit. This certificate, 
which the Desai family has preserved, runs— 
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‘‘Sidojirao Nimbalkar joined me with the body of Marath 
troops under his command, in the month of March 1803 
when I was on my march to Poona with the British troOp to 
restore the Peshwa to the exercise of the powers of H. H.'s 
Government. This service having been effected by the 
arrival of H. H. at Poona Sidojirao Nimbalkar accompanied 
the British army on its march from Poona in the month of 
June follo’^ying to oppose the Confederacy then forming by 
the Northern Maratha Chiefs against the British Govern¬ 
ment and their allies, Kao Pandit Pradhan and the Nizam, 
He served during the war which ensued in a manner satis¬ 
factory to me. His troops were engaged with the enemy 
repeatedly and always conducted themselves well, and 
Sidojirao Nimbalkar distinguished himself and then in a late 
action against the formidable band of free hooters who had 
assembled upon the frontiers of Peshwa’s territory and cut 
off the supplies of the City of Poona. I have given him this 
paper in testimony of ray approbation of his conduct and 
that of his troops. I request that all British Officers and 
others to whom this paper may at any time be shown will 
consider Sidojirao Nimbalkar as the friend of the British 
Government."

From the Peshwas the Desai received the title of 
Sarlashkar and grant of land in Military service or Fouj 
‘Saranjam valued at Ks. 3,41,120 a year besides the Manoli 
District and the petty division or Pargana of Hukeri. On 
the 28th of June 1839 the chief died, having previously 
adopted Murarrao, son of his half-brother Kaghunathrao, as 
heir to his Desgat or Civil estates. The Military or Saran- 
jam estate was resumed by Government after his death.

Civil and Military positions as Subhas since the reign of 
Madhavrao Peshwa, I. During the British administra¬ 
tion, since his grandfather, for three generations, the office 
of Mamlat, has been held till now as such by his family. An 
interesting episode in the life of Mr. I\. B. Shitut is told that 
when he at the age of 11 was presented by his father to the 
King Thibau, Ex-King of Burma when he was in exile at 
Batnagiri, the king was very much impressed by the smart¬ 
ness of the young Shitut and he appointed the boy as his 
private Secretary for one year. This boy-Dewan then left 
the Service of the King as he wanted to complete his educa¬ 
tion. As a self made man Mr. Shitut did mango-business 
and earned money on literary pursuits in his College days. 
His social activities in the Wilson College attracted the 
attention of late Bev. Dr. Mackichan, the principal of the 
College.
